The development of nuclear 
energy for generating electricity 
is still front-page news. Less 
publicised, though no less out- 
standing, are new developments 
in “‘ conventional’ generating 
plant. The  turbo-alternator 
shown here is a 550,000 kilowatt 
unit — twice the capacity of the 
next largest on order for the 
Central Electricity Generating 
Board. It has been designed for 
the projected new power station 
at Thorpe Marsh. For Blythe 
*B’, another new station, 
275,000 kilowatt in-line units 
are on order. They will be 
powered by steam at 2,350 Ib. 
per sq. in. and 1,050°F, with 
reheat to 1,000°F. 

Nuclear power will play an 
important part in meeting the 
ever-increasing demand for 
electricity. Work is now in 
progress on the first three 
nuclear power stations, at 
Bradwell, Berkeley and Hinkley 
Point. By 1966/7 some 5 to 6 


million kilowatts of nuclear- 
generated electric power will 
be available. 

Though these projects will 
not be completed for some 
time, the Central Electricity 
Generating Board plays an 
important part in today’s fight 
against inflation. Power stations 
are being built at a cost no 
greater than in 1948 — £50 per 
kilowatt installed. And, al- 
though the output of the 
industry has doubled since 
1948, the increase in man- 
power is only about one-third. 

By providing today for the 
power we shall need in years to 
come, the Central Electricity 
Generating Board is building a 
secure foundation for our 
future prosperity.

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THE PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


MONG the metaphorical pebbles that Mr. Basil Spence threw into what 

he called ‘ the stormy waters of the Institute ’ in the course of his stimulat- 
ing Presidential Address last Tuesday to the RIBA, was a considerable * rock ’ 
—the suggestion that the Minister of Housing and Local Government should 
consider abolishing the Planning Committee for a trial period. From the 
context of his remarks it is clear that he was referring only to the power to 
censor esthetic design. 


There is now no doubt that this statutory power, from which so much was 
hoped, especially by architects, has largely failed in its primary purpose, which 
was to prevent the perpetration of incompetent design. No doubt Planning 
Committees have stopped or caused to be revised many undesirable projects, 
but they have done little or nothing to stem, for instance, the flood of poor 
speculative housebuilding. It would be true to say that so far from encourag- 
ing lively, progressive ideas they have tended to reduce architectural design to 
a dull level of orthodoxy. Certainly there is the power of appeal against the 
rejection of a design and it is gratifying to note that many judgments have been 
reversed on appeal, but the delay, expense and anxiety thus caused are a 
great strain on the architect and his client and would be better avoided. 


We welcome Mr. Spence’s suggestion that zxsthetic control should be 
abandoned for a trial period, provided there were no exemption for the designs 
of incompetent persons. For administrative purposes it would have to be 
assumed that all qualified architects are competent. The position of surveyors 
and engineers would need clarification. No doubt there would be some increase 
in eccentric design, annoying to the conservatively minded; but assured freedom 
of expression would be a great stimulus to the genuinely progressive architect 
and much good might result. The experiment is well worth trying and we 
hope it may have the Minister’s favourable consideration. 


If the remainder of Mr. Spence’s ‘ pebbles’ created no great commotion in 
the water, at least they made some notable ripples on its surface. The address 
was remarkable for its freshness of thought and expression. There is much 
truth in the president’s suggestion that our genius for workmanship has been 
transferred to the engineering field—to ships, bridges, aeroplanes, motor cars 
and nuclear energy. The new and the progressive have a powerful appeal for 
the adventurously minded. This was certainly so in the Middle Ages, when 
cathedral building was about the most exciting, not to say hazardous, of civil 
occupations. Some of this lost enthusiasm ought to be recaptured for architec- 
ture and building. All the challenge to idealism and adventure is to be found 
in the-great variety of buildings needed by the modern community and in the 
new and exciting methods of construction and new materials awaiting exploita- 
tion and development. 


In spite of all that has been done by way of publicity for architecture there 
is still, as Mr. Spence suggested, a good deal of popular misunderstanding of 
what architecture is about. We wish he could have revealed a little more of 
what was in his mind when he said, ‘ We must step up our propaganda.” From 
his admirable reflections on the influence of clients for good or ill there can 
be little doubt about one of his principal targets; it is a matter of perennial 
astonishment that so many laymen who would not dream of questioning the 
advice of their doctor or lawyer will confidently presume to tell their architect 
how to do his job. 


Except for a brief reference to ‘ troubles which came to a head at the last 
Annual General Meeting and the present lack of unity—the older generation 
looking with mistrust at the younger, with the plain knowledge that the young 
generation of architects is revolting’, the President kept clear of professional 
politics, no doubt rightly in view of the occasion and the presence of 
distinguished visitors. The new session, however, is likely to be one of the 
most testing in the history of the Institute. If it is to cope successfully with 
the great tasks that lie before it the profession must quickly put its own house 
in order. In this essential work everyone will wish it well.

RIBA Presidential Address 
Me. BASIL SPENCE’S | inaugural 

address of the RIBA_ session, 
delivered to a full house on Tuesday, was 
warmly received. The theme of his talk 
was quality in design, and his own sincere 
belief in the need for architectural quality, 
displayed so consistently in his own work, 
came through well to his audience. A 
full summary of the address and comment 
on some of the points made are printed 
elsewhere in this issue.

THE PRESIDENT continued the innova- 
tion, begun last year by Mr. Kenneth 
Cross, of showing colour transparencies 
on the screen to illustrate his points. This 
is a good habit which has much to recom- 
mend it. The pictures, all of the Acro- 
polis, were taken by Mr. Spence himself 
earlier this year; two of them are repro- 
duced with our report. They whet the 
intellectual imagination as much as the 
President’s reference to Pain Ecrevisse 
Sauce Cardinal was intended to make the 
mouth water. We have obtained from 
him the recipe for this delectable dish; and 
were The Builder to run a Cookery 
Corner, this might well find a place. A 
pike, beef suet, butter, eggs, truffles, mush- 
rooms and a variety of seasonings will be 
required, with fresh-water ecrevisse, or 
crayfish, to provide the sauce. All that 
can be said is that if our readers will catch 
the pike, we shail make the recipe avail- 
able and, if invited, gladly share in the 
culinary result. 


Essex Architects 


LAST WEEK was in fact a busy one for 
Mr. Spence for, in addition to attending 
the Architectural Association (when he 
was elected a member and listened to Mr. 
Clarke Hall’s presidential address) and, 
‘he next night, speaking at the North 
Stafford County Association dinner, he 
was on Thursday guest of honour at the 
annual dinner of the Essex, Cambridge 
and Hertfordshire Society! There he 
showed what a master he has become of 
the informal after-dinner speech. He told 
some very funny stories of his early years 
as an architect (‘“ Fountain Spence ” 
they called me’), including one which 
proves that the architect can never escape 
the consequences of his own plumbing, 
and another illustrating what happens 
when One gets dry rot in one’s car.

Mr. Spence followed a briiliant speech 
from the local President, Mr. Robert 
Foster, who interlarded a cal! to members 
of all Allied Societies to support the 
RIBA and its President in the spring- 
cleaning process in which it was now 
engaged, with some good cracks (° after 
all, one expects a few cracks from an 
architect’ as the Headmaster of Chigwell 
School dryly remarked later in the pro- 
ceedings) and a new Clerihew.

Hard Hitting in Bedford-sq. 


PRESSURE ON SPACE prevents printing 
until next week Mr. Denis Clarke Hall's 
address as President to the Architectural 
Association. Here again the room was 
filled to capacity with an audience that 
listened intently to a thought-provoking 
paper which deserves close study when it 
appears in print. If there could be a 
criticism, it could be that it left its 
audience almost too much to think about, 
for Mr. Clarke Hall not only analysed 
the present state of the architect in this 
specialist world but also dissected the 
state of architectural education. So 
clearly and provocatively was the dissec- 
tion done that it made one regretful that 
custom forbids discussion of the Presi- 
dential address, for the audience was 
clearly in a mood to enter the lists. As 
it was, we got in the vote of thanks excel- 
lent speeches from Sir Howard Robertson 
and Mr. Bryan Westwood, in which the 
former pleaded for some simplification in 
architectural education, which could lead 
to the student learning to think for him- 
self; and Mr. Westwood defined his ideal 
student-material as ‘the sort of man with 
eight passes at Ordinary GCE level and to 
hell with the two at Advanced level.’ We 
hope to comment on these views another 
week. 


The Ideal Chairman 


THE PRESENTATION On October 28 of his 
portrait to commemorate Lord Esher’s 
25 years as Chairman of the Society for 
the Protection of Ancient Buildings, pro- 
duced a speech from the recipient which 
was a model of its kind.

Presidential Visit to Canada 


THE PresipeNntr of the Royal Institu- 
tion of Chartered Surveyors and Mrs. 
Fleury arrived at Liverpool on October 


31, following their successful visit to 
members of the Institution in Canada 
Juring his three-week tour of the 


Dominion the President certainly made 
good use of his time, for he managed to 
visit Toronto, Vancouver, Victoria, Cal- 
gary, Ottawa and Montreal, and to meet 
chartered surveyors in all those cities and 
surrounding districts. He presided 
meetings held during his visit and at two 
official dinners. 

The Lieutenant-Governors of the Pro- 
vinces of Ontario and British Columbia 
received the President, and he also had 
discussions with the Attorney-Generals 


at 


and other Ministers of these provinces. 
In Toronto he discussed rating matters 
at length with the Commissioner for 


Assessments of that city. 

Mr. Fleury visited many development 
projects, professional offices and trust 
companies in east and west Canada, and 
he also made an official tour of the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia, where the 
first Chair in Estate Management within 
the Commonwealth has recently been 
established, and is held by a chartered 
surveyor. He travelled by air during 
most of his visit except for the journey 
through the Canadian Rockies from Van- 
couver to Calgary, which was by train. 
His visit has been welcomed by members 
of the Institution in Canada. 

Throughout the tour, which is only the 
second overseas visit by a President of 
the Institution, the President and Mrs. 
Fleury were accompanied by Mr. Robert 
Steel, Assistant Secretary. 


‘The Structural Engineer’ 


THe Jubilee issue of The Structural 
Engineer, the journal of the Institution 
of Structural Engineers, now published 
(price 10s. 6d.), is a most handsome and 
informative production, well illustrated 
throughout, that does justice to an Insti- 
tution that, since its founding in 1908, 
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has become of ever greater importance to 
builders and engineers. For the general 
reader one of the most interesting 
chapters is that on the history of the 
Institution, which was founded at a time 
when reinforced concrete was first 
becoming of importance, and hence its 
first titke was the ‘Concrete Institute.’ 
However, as time went by it became 
apparent that this was an inadequate title 
for the widening scope of the Institution. 
and accordingly in 1922 the Council voted 
to change the name to the Institution of 
Structural Engineers. The Royal Charter 
recognising the position of the Institu- 
tion as the body to represent the views of 
structural engineers on the science and 
art of their calling was granted in 1934. 

Authoritative chapters follow on the 
general theme of ‘ Fifty Years of Struc- 
tural Engineering,’ introduced by the 
Jubilee President, Prof. Sir Alfred 
Pugsley, OBE. These include * Founda- 
tions and Sub-Structures, ‘Design of 
Steel Frames for Building,’ ‘ Construction 
of Steel Framed Buildings, * Bridges,’ 
‘Timber Construction, * Aluminium 
Structures’ and ‘Clay Products and 
Brickwork, to mention but a few of the 
subjects dealt with by recognised experts 
in each particular field. 

The architect, surveyor or builder wish- 
ing to become better acquainted with the 
work of the structural engineer could 
scarcely do better than turn the pages of 
this number of the journal.

CHAIRMAN OF SPAB 


Presentation to Lord Esher 


N commemoration of the completion of 
25 years as Chairman of the Society 

for the Protection of Ancient Buildings, 
Lord Esher was presented on October 28 
with his portrait, painted by Mr. H. A. 
Freeth, ARA. The ceremony took place 
in the Society's house at 55 Great 
Ormond-street, when the portrait was 
unveiled by Lady Esher, and a tribute on 
behalf of the Society was paid by Mr. 
John E. M. Macgregor, FSA, FRIBA, 
who was introduced by Lord Euston. 

For the first half century of the 
Society’s life, said Mr. MAcGREGOR, 
William Morris’s dictum held good that 
the Society should have no rules, no con- 
Stitution and no chairman. But with the 
expansion of activities, it was felt that 
‘there should be some sort of chairman’ 
and after Mr. Frederick Green and later 
Mr. Humphrey Talbot had acted infor- 
mally as such, in 1932 Lord Esher 
accepted the formal chairmanship * and 
has been the unerring guardian of the 
Society’s destinies, guiding it from within 
and increasing its influence outside. 

“And what a chairman he is,’ Mr. 
Macgregor continued. ‘His charm, 
humanity, shrewdness, tact and sensitivity 
call the best out of every committee mem- 
ber. His unsparing thoroughness, punc- 
tuality and commonsense are indeed 
examples to emulate. To these attributes 
must be added a merry wit, great sincerity 
and sound reasoned judgment.’ The great 
extent to which the Society was indebted 
to Lady Esher’s steadfast support of his 
lordship’s activities could only be sur- 
mised, and it was most apt that she should 
be asked to unveil the painting. 

In acknowledging the gift, Lorp ESHER 
said: * It is lovely at the end of a long life 
to be propped up with so much praise. 
Lord Euston and Mr. Macgregor know 
very well the many failings that surround 
my busy life. But I must say that Mr. 
Macgregor has put a good face on it this 
evening, and I think must have left you 
with a good impression, which is largely 
the creation of his own generosity and 
kindness. As I look 
back on my biography 
I find there is one thing 

and only one—that I 
share with Sir Winston 
Churchill, and that is 
that I too was a back- 
ward boy, and I could 
not then have conceived 
as possible this delight- 
ful occasion.

stop as urgently as possible to the facile ver 
bosity of those who have nothing to contri- 
bute, I don’t know whether I have a claim 
to these qualities, but there are two things 
upon which I secretly pride myself, first of 
not pretending to understand when my mind 
is in a state of complete fog, and second, of 
not talking at length myself about things that 
I know nothing about. 

‘Much of my life has been happily con- 
nected with the SPAB. When I first joined 
the Committee it was considered a band of 
long-haired cranks whose enthusiasm was 
fortunately curtailed by their impotence. We 
met in a small untidy room, full of tobacco 
smoke and disordered papers, somewhere 
near Charing Cross Station, and Mr. Powys, 
the Secretary, a forceful and fanatical man, 
who loved the abiding traditions of English 
life, ran the show. Since then I have been 
Chairman for 25 years, and Mrs. Dance has 
devoted her life, ably and discreetly. to the 
service of the Society. It has grown into the 
powerful and influential body that now holds 
so important a place in the amenity world. 
Here in this attractive room our artistic 
inheritance is preserved, Even officials are 
afraid of our disapproval; what are now 
called “top people” listen to what we say; 
intelligent people take our advice; even 
stupid people feel uncomfortable if we are 
against them. The world is changing. The 
Philistines are defeated. Less and less man- 
kind is subject to what Professor Rowse calls 
“gusts of convulsive idiocy.”

HESE new offices were built for a timber firm who 

themselves manufactured all partitions and timber 
curtain walling for the building. 

In the front elevation, the window frames are all made 
to a standard width of 5 ft., each frame being complete in 
itself and every other one having a double-glazed window 
incorporating ‘Tomo’ fittings. The lower panels are 
glazed with hollowseal glass having glass fibre between for 
obscurity. The canopy over the door frame is cantilevered 
and made entirely of softwood having a plywood face on 
the underside and covered on the top with roofing felt. 
The frames themselves are constructed of clear Douglas 
fir, and were treated with sealer, primed with aluminium 
primer and painted white. Opening sashes and doors are 
also in clear Douglas fir varnished natural colour. The 
entrance hall is lined with plain Lebanon cedar boarding 
in 10 in. widths running from floor to ceiling and finished 
with a sealer and wax. 

The staircase is constructed of Honduras mahogany 
and is entirely free standing. The underside is covered 
with sycamore veneered plywood and the continous hand- 
rail is supported on bronze metal tubes. 

The corner of the boardroom illustrated includes 
a veneered blockboard panel in Courbaril. This veneer was 
selected for its rich colour and no attempt was made to 
match the veneers on the panel. The carving is an antique

carved in white pine and is estimated to be about 350 years 
old. The wall panelling consists of Parana pine in a 
horizontal shiplap pattern with no attempt at matching the 
individual boards. The radiators are covered with mahog- 
any veneer and edged plywood casings. The floor is of 
strip Mesanda polished natural colour. The linings to 
the windows are of Parana pine slightly protruding to 
mask the ends of the shiplap boarding. 

The double glazed opening lights were all supplied by 
Tomo Trading Co.

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RIBA Presidential Address

Mr. Spence’s 
in Appeal to Abolish the Planning Committee 


In his first Presidential Address to the Royal Institute of British 
Bas:l Spence, 


delivered on November 4, Mr. 


Architects, 


OBE, ARA, ARSA, made a 


plea to the Minister of Housing and Local Government to consider abolishing 


local authority planning committees for a trial period. 


The mistakes that might 


arise would, he said, be a small price to pay for the architectural vitality that 


could come from such action. 


extracts from his remarks : 


HIS is the time of year when the President 

of the RIBA is allowed to speak as he wishes, 
to ride his favourite hobby-horse or horses, to 
throw a pebble in the pool : but in the stormy 
waters of the Institute something like a rock is 
necessary to make the appropriate splash. 
However I am no rock thrower, but I have a 
few pebbles in my pouch, and remembering 
what David did to Goliath, I shall try hard and 
take courage from this incident. 

Glance at the architectural scene within the 
Institute. A great Commonwealth of Allied 
Societies at home and overseas, with a member- 
ship of about 18,000. But what do we find ? 
I need hardly refer to our troubles which came 
to a head at the last Annual General Meeting, 
and the present lack of unity—the older gener- 
ation looking with mistrust at the younger, with 
the plain knowledge that the young generation 
of architects is revolting! 

But I can just speak as one of the missing 
generation—the generation of architects who 
were almost obliterated by the First World 
War—as I missed that war by only six years ; 
and when I look at the young generation of 
architects, I find it remarkable in many ways 

self-critical, critical of others, serious, 
thoughtful, hardworking, impatient of the lack 
of progress, misunderstood, completely lacking 
in respect for its elders, and devastatingly aware 
of what is happening in other parts of the world. 
It is in their hands that the future of British 
architecture rests. I am certain our contri- 
bution is deeper, more fundamental—and in 
the end a greater gift to the human race—than 
is generally realised, as architecture must be a 
servant of humanity, and not the other way 
around. 

Weare [unlike Dictator countries] a freedom- 
loving people where each individual is counted 
as important, and without a doubt the world’s 
truest democracy, and it is from this insistence 
on the rights of the individual that there 
springs our fundamental attitude to architecture 
and whence we have made our greatest contri- 
bution. Traditionally we are masters of scale ; 
this has always been so, and should continue 
if we do not fall into the trap of not recognising 
its worth. 


Material and Workmanship 


Second, we are masters of quality of material 
and workmanship. Traditionally, the words 
‘British Made’ stand for just this. Do not neg- 
lect our immediate forebears the Victorians, 
because I believe they achieved a perfection of 
workmanship, combined with good material, 
such as we have never seen. The Victorian 
taste is suspect to many, but it was condemned 
outright during the period in between the wars. 
Taste is a transient thing, a cloud that hovers 
and floats, and changes shape. There is no 
doubt that taste will always be with us, but with 
an ever-changing character, and there is no solid 
foundation to this change except a vague 
recurrence of form. 

Perhaps our genius for workmanship has 
been transferred to the engineering field, for our 
ships, bridges, aeroplanes, motor-cars and, 
recently, equipment to harness nuclear energy 
are all world beaters. My point is this 
British workmen make these things exactly as 
athey are called upon to build our buildings. It

is absolutely essential, in my opinion, 
architects must consider materials and 
ability to weather and look right and 
beautiful in the great range of climatic 
ditions enjoyed in Britain. 

The older generation of architects with their 
vast experience have this knowledge, for we 
must realise that the common brick is perhaps 
the most successful prefabricated building 
component ever invented, and stone, wood, 
bronze, copper and glass are all capable of 
contemporary interpretation. But new materials 
and methods of building must be tried out, and 
here I cannot but regret the tendency to turn 
our backs on the national exhibition, like the 
Festival of Britain, which consolidated modern 
British architectural thought. 

Third, we dedicate our buildings to the 
service of humans, and I say this is our most 
fundamental and important contribution. Our 


attitude to building is truly democratic, which 
has its pitfalls as well as many positive 
advantages. 

= - 


One can only hope that this tradition of 


building for the individual, and in the con- 
temporary architectural language [such as one 
sees in Oxford and Cambridge] will be pre- 
served and that copyism (dipping willy-nilly 
into past styles) which is so alien to the original 
Oxford and Cambridge, will be allowed to die 
quietly—which after all is its due. For Oxford 
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The Parthenon 
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and Cambridge are vital and living because 
they were given life through original thought : 
copyism is, in my opinion, the shortest cut to 
stillborn architecture. 

One can now ask if ever before in history 
there grew an architecture out of the seeds of 
democracy. The answer is, of course, Greece. 
Greek architecture stands for perfection within 
a clearly stated and limited objective. Per- 
fection of scale, material and workmanship: 
the whole architecture is devoted to the service 
of humanity. Under the impetus of the original 
democracy, it is easy to understand why arc 
tecture rose to such sublime heights. 

All that remains of the Acropolis is built of 
Pentellic marble. The temptation to use two 
or three different but beautiful building 
materials in the same group has been avoided 
Pentellic marble in depth is pure magic. 

The dramatic siting ; masterly correctness in 
scale: perfection of workmanship (nothing 
as nasty as mortar is used for joints): all the 
building is dry with bronze clamps and joints 
razor-thin, even to this di iy. This makes 
Greek architecture. 

Never before had the true meaning of quality 
hit me so hard as I looked at those buildings. 
Marble on marble, marble in depth, perfect 
simplicity and scale, perfect proportion. An 
architecture to lift up the soul of the individual. 

~ a * 

| told you at the beginning that I was going 
to give you a personal manifesto of architectural 
faith, and I firmly believe that our genius lies in 
the direction I have tried to indicate. Why 
are we so apologetic? As so often the spec- 
tacular can steal the attention away from the 
example of pure quality. The words shouted 
in a loud voice drown the quiet still voice of 
wisdom. 

We, as a nation, are falling over backwards 
to be thought nice by the rest of the world 
we want to be liked. The picture of the Britisher 
abroad shyly lurking in the shady corner, 
profuse in his thanks to waiters and others for 
the privilege of spending Ais money in their 
country, is now a commonplace. I find this 
picture a bit distressing and not a little naus- 
eating. I think we behave in 
exactly the same way in the 
architectural world. Our 
attitude appears to be that if 
it is British how can it possi- 
bly be really good? 

1 am not saying that our 
work now is world shattering. 
What I am saying is that we 
have the potential and we 
should recognise, value and 
use what God has given us. 
And I say further, that there 
are many formidable obsta- 
cles to good architecture 
appearing after the drawing- 
board stage. Not least is 
that architects have to build 
not for themselves, but for 
someone else who has specific 
needs and supplies the cash 
In the case of the architect 
the level of knowledge and 
appreciation of the client is 
vital. The menace of a client 
who knows a little and insists 
on telling the architect how 
to do his job is known to us 
all. 

The ideal client is the man 
of knowledge and sympathy 
who encour iges the architect 
to do his job, is clear in his 
requirements and then is 
capable of criticising tact- 
fully and constructively. This 
ideal client, so essential to 
good architecture, can only 
come from a_ pretty high- 
grade knowledge of archi- 
tecture. I believe we must 
use every means possible to 
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let the public know what architecture is about. 
We must step up our propaganda. 

This leads me to my last pebble. As | have 
said, the future of the profession rests in the 
hands of quite a remarkable younger gener- 
ation. But in this democratic set-up there have 
been profound errors, to my way of thinking. 

The young architect with his integrity com- 
pletely intact is launched into the architectural 
Invariably he starts, as I did, with a 
part-time teaching appointment and a job to 
build a small house. He will usually get his 
first commission because his client is a personal 
friend, and admires his work, and would like 
to help him. He does an interesting modern 
design, which is enthusiastically received all 
round. He then applies for planning per- 
mission, and is turned down flat. He then has 
to appeal, and it is remarkable how many 


judgments have been reversed after appeal, 


and I know you will like me to thank the 
Minister of Housing and his staff for rescuing 
so many good designs off the scrap heap. 

If ever an objective of the lowest common 
denominator of ignorance and bad architecture 
had to be achieved, the planning committee 
precisely fits the bill. That is my own personal 
conviction. It has the power to be destructive, 
but I need hardly add that some committees 
use their power well, but it nearly always 
results in delays, anguish and friction, and adds 
enormously to the architect’s work when things 
should be made easier and not harder. I have 
yet to hear of a case when the planning com- 
mittee improved a design. It is hard for the 
highly trained professional to submit to the 
untrained lay judgment. It is as if a trained and 
talented chef produces on request a Pain 
d’Ecrevisse Sauce Cardinal and is told by a 
third party—a third party, mark you—to take 
it away and produce instead fish and chips. 

Every young architect knows that the best 
way to get over the planning committee hurdle 
is to do a mediocre design that is completely 
common-place, and therefore up to the average 
lay committee’s level of appreciation, and he 
will get it accepted first go. The country is 
strewn with such houses. This does not help 
good architecture and furthermore it tends to 
destroy the young architect’s most precious 
asset, his integrity, long before he can con- 
solidate his ideas and become a really useful 
and tough member of the architectural 
profession. 

We are in an adventurous new period of 
architectural development and architects must 
be helped, not hindered, by this form of 
bureaucracy if we are to allow our native 
genius to flourish in the future. I sincerely 
appeal, and this is purely a personal appeal, to 
the Minister to consider abolishing the plan- 
ning committee for a trial period. 

I am certain that this will result in a lively 
experimental era, full of vitality and movement. 
No one would deny that mistakes will be made. 
Of course they will, but what a small price for 
vitality. It is true that in nature there is great 
wastage to ensure the survival of a species. 
Was it not Henry Ford who said ‘the man who 
is afraid to make a mistake never made any- 
thing’? What is most important, it will be a 
great encouragement to the young architect, 
and he will not be penalised when he requires 
support, but with a feeling of confidence can 
design and build with vitality and integrity.

CoID and ‘Elegant Design’ 
To the Editor of The Builder. 


IR,—Articles in your issues of October 

17 (p. 655) and 24 (p. 705) may make 
some of your readers pause to consider 
whether, in spite of its excellent inten- 
tions, the CoID is really achieving what 
it claims as its purpose. The distinguished 
members of the panel chosen for the 
‘Elegant Design’ prize may deflect atten- 
tion from the fact that all products have 
first to go through the extremely fallible 
screen of the Council’s own panel. Now 
it seems probable that many firms may 
feel unable to accept the bait offered, 
which takes the form of some free adver- 
tisement, at the cost of accepting the 
CoID’s ruling and possible loss of their 
self-respect. How many excellent designs 
are likely to be precluded for this reason? 

The question of style is also important. 
The CoID was originally * sold” to the pub- 
lic on the score of helping our export trade. 
Yet it is very much a question whether the 
Council is not actually helping the importa- 
tion of foreign goods by boosting near- 
copies of foreign fashions and_ styling. 
‘Clinging to the hand of Norse’ (or for that 
matter, the Italianate) is an understatement. 
Is not the Council's reference to an * Inter- 
national Style’ (see p. 10 of * Designs of the 
Year 1958") really evidence of cloudy think- 
ing? 

All of these difficulties could really be 
cleared up if there were only some honest- 
to-goodness forum for discussion. Actually 
the CoID has about the most perfect set of 
protective screens against discussion on the 
vital issues—the policy procedure of the 
Council itself, For confirmation of this one 
has only to read the agendas of the so-called 
‘Design Conferences.’ 


Has the time arrived for a grouping of 
the real Friends of Design? Those who are 
not afraid of independent thinking and 
action ?

A Charter for the Industry 
To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—You are to be congratulated on 

giving such prominence in your issue 
for October 10 to ‘ The Roaring Forties,” 
and for the recent appointments to high 
office of two fine men. I cannot think 
of a time in the life of our industry 
since the first world war when such virile 
appointments were so necessary. I am 
sure that Mr. Gordon Ricketts in his 
office as the new Secretary of the RIBA 
and Mr. Peter Trench in an equally high 
position as the new Director of NFBTE 
will rapidly start to set in motion not 
only a close liaison between the two 
interests they serve, but ensure that this 
shall be a progressive liaison in all that 
this will mean for the benefit of the 
industry. 

Today we find a terrible inefficiency in 
so many that are engaged in our industry, 
and this when great efficiency should be the 
order of the day, and also so much that is 
attempted failing in part or in whole through 
the cancerous growth of unrestricted cut 
throat competition and the absence, in some 
cases completely from the large contract 
project, of true team spirit 

We know how well a contract can be 
executed with speed and quality and in a 
tranquil atmosphere when the team is right, 
and yet how often do we see the architect 
of inexperience matching his efforts (clouded 
by an inferiority complex), with those of a 
contractor who has obtained the contract 
by cut-throat competition and who has as his 
sole interest the recovery (by one means « 


another) of his monies While much of 
our fine work is done in the best atmos 
phere, we find much too often that the 
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reverse is the case, although it can happen 
that some recovery towards a proper team 
spirit (and all that it can give) can take 
place when one of the parties to the con- 
tract strives to achieve it. 


One false belief, that Mr. Ricketts and 
Mr. Trench can do so much to remove, |s 
that the builder is in the main a money- 
mogul who, in view of so many, spends 
most of his time counting the fabulous 
profits he is making, This is a great and 
wicked slander on so many fine firms, and 
it is time this was killed once and for all. 
We all know how the general public, almost 
without exception, and far too many archi- 
tects and surveyors—who should know bet- 
ter—just will not believe that building 
contractors work on such low profits, low to 
the point of offering very inequitable returns 
for their efforts and without parallel in any 
other sphere of the nation’s industrial life. 
Somehow we all believe the aircraft indus- 
try or the Coal Board when they say they 
are working through a crisis at low returns, 
but never—in the main—is it believed that 
so many building contractors do this most 
of the time. 


I believe that it is this completely false 
picture that does so much to make the client 
strive to invite so many to tender, and to 
accept always the lowest, and for our friends 
the quantity surveyors (often in liaison with 
the architect), to seek to keep down prices 
on extras. What is the result? Only that 
we have an increase of that type of contractor 
who, via his surveyor, does all in his power 
to inflate rates on extras and variations on 
the theory that if the wrong view of them 
is going to be taken in any case, why not 
strive for something by fair means or foul ? 


How much more healthy and efficient it 
would be—and may I add British—if a 
gentleman’s word and his bond could again 
be brought into these complicated and 
detailed negotiations over contract and 
account rates. It should be possible to 
create the atmosphere right from the start 
in which each and every party to a contract 
commands that respect which is his right, 
and when the reputation and experience of 
a man or a company put this beyond all 
reasonable doubt. 


We hear so much of the architect being 
slow with his details, of contractors making 
a hit-and-miss attempt at organisation which 
demands good brain and team work, and 
of the quantity surveyor being so slow with 
the final account: surely it is not asking too 
much that these hindrances to our efforts 
be removed and all, as a team, concentrate 
on the job they are there to do—to build ?

‘ Productivity and Prices’ 

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—The quarterly analyses in The 
Builder together with your monthly 
tables of measured prices supplementing 
your long-standing lists of current prices 
of materials are providing a reference 
which draws the utmost appreciation from 
all concerned with building and buildings, 
not least from architects and estimators. 

In the Analysis given in your issue of 
October 17, specially prepared by Professor 
Carter, his analytical mind in the field of 
economics, he being a professor of Applied 
Economics, indicates several interesting con- 
clusions upon which, from a practical stand- 
point, I perhaps may be permitted to enlarge. 

One aspect of my professional activities 
is particularly concerned with ruling prices 
of building work, often related for compari- 
son to work done some time previously, and 
the variations which are frequently sub- 
mitted for examination are often so wide 
as to be embarrassing. 

One has to seek reasons for this, if any 
acceptable ones exist, and perhaps a com- 
mon ground might now be sought through 
the medium of your newspaper. One finds 
prices quoted in circumstances as relate 
solely to house construction and not to large 
buildings and civil engineering, and the curve 
of fluctuation over reasonable periods varies 
considerably as between the two types of 
building. 

In looking over price lists of materials, 
one feels that price fluctuation is not always 
due to cost of production plus profit but 
to the market trend of supply and demand, 
which in itself is more variable and less 
stable. No doubt this disturbing factor will 
right itself as the market steadies and as 
competition for user demand makes a freer 
market. I have been quoted a price varying 
with two delivery dates, the lower being 
what one would regard as about right, but 
with a delay factor. 

During 1937-38 when a normal market 
existed, wages over the ten-year period 
previous were at their highest for skilled 
men in the building trade, with materials 
and fittings at their lowest, but with build- 
ing costs lower per unit for both general 
building or housing than they had been ten 
years before. I feel that this is reflected in 
the pulse variation referred to by Professor 
Carter, which is however as yet only a ten- 
dency. : 

The publication of housing costs by a 
building society given in the analysis is, I 
feel, bound to differ from official figures. 
and as a reference or indication of actual 
cost fluctuation to be of little value. The 
society gives figures of average purchase 
prices for newly-built properties submitted 
to them for mortgage, upon which the valuer 
will advise and will, no doubt, in some in- 
stances confirm the adage that price is no 
criterion of value. 

One factor I find that increases the cost 
of such new houses is the increase in price 
per building plot, in many instances shown 
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to me being as much as by eight time 
what would have been a fair pre-war price 
Permission to build seems to have an in 
creasing monopoly value. Many specula 
tive housing schemes have, in addition to 
building costs, quite appreciable sales fees 
added, which again vary. The result is 
that I have found a 30 per cent variation 
from comparable houses as between the 
Home Counties and the Provinces, without 
the land, whereas in other provincial areas 
some houses have been up to 15 per cent 
above Greater London prices. Compared 
with local authority houses, there is often 
20 per cent more, after allowing for mass 
production, in tenders for private houses 
which, at the general quality of building 
provided today in municipal houses, leaves 
little between them.

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—lIt is always difficult to strike a 
proper balance between the natural 
desire of the individual to take credit for 
his personal efforts and the professional 
bodies’ veto on any but the most incon- 
spicuous forms of advertising. Neverthe- 
less, it would appear that it is high time 
a halt was called to the practice now 


becoming more and more prevalent of 


publishing not only the names of firms 
and organisations responsible for build- 
ings but also of these same firms’ and 
organisations’ principals, partners, assist- 
ants, deputy assistants, stooges, typists, 
Office boys and so on ad infinitum. 

The practice has probably sprung up as 
a resuit of buildings erected by Government 
departments or public authorities where, 
quite rightly, the name of, say, the architect 
in charge may also be given. But in the 
case of private firms of architects, surveyors, 
consulting engineers, and so on, surely it 
should not be necessary to give more than 
the firm’s name? It is noticeable that the 
more reputable the firm, the less tendency 
there is to particularise over its individual 
members. 

As a quantity surveyor, I cannot but 
deplore the type of nomenclature given in 
one of your recent illustrated articles con- 
cerning a department store where the 
“quantity surveyors’ were ‘ credited’ as ‘ the 
Architect's Quantity Surveying Department ’ 
coupled with the name of the ‘senior sur- 
veyor. Admittedly this was a thorough 
departmental effort with four named ‘ archi- 
tects” apart from the firm itself—no, I'm 


sorry, the last one was an ‘architectural 
assistant’ which I understand is a lower 
form of life. 

It might however (who knows?) be 


equally correct on other occasions to credit 
the quantity surveyor’s architectural depart- 
ment with half the detail drawings and all 
the specification, and we may yet live to see 
(say) the consulting engineers’ name followed 
by the names of their ‘Chief Apologist’ or 
‘Deputy Hairsplitter.. Of course, the poor 
old builder, who really does most of the 
work (and ‘carries the can’ for everyone 
else) hardly ever gets more than the firm's 
name mentioned! 

You will, I am sure, forgive me signing 
this with a nom-de-plume.

Institute Exhibition 
STANDARD HIGHER THAN IN RECENT YEARS

HE 97th Annual Exhibition of the 

Royal Glasgow Institute of the Fine 
Arts, which was opened to the public 
on October 13, comprises an interesting 
exhibition of architecture, sculpture and 
painting, and the standard is apparently 
higher than in recent years. The archi- 
tectural exhibits are more numerous than 
of late, and there are no invited works, 
possibly as a result of the submissions 
made from Glasgow. Among the exhibits 
especially worthy of note are the follow- 
ing: 

First, No. 191, is a frame of photo- 
graphs of Dunoon Pavilion by Messrs. 
Ninian Johnston and Frank Campbell: 
the plan is unfortunately not shown, but 
this appears to be a satisfactory building, 
although the elevations are rather restless 
and too broken up by small unconnected 
features. 

The frame of photographs (No. 194) 
and a plan of additions to Belmont and 
Hillhead Parish Church—new Session 
Room, etc.—by Messrs. T. J. Beveridge 
& Dallachy, shows that the extension is 
pleasantly related to the existing church, 
and the furniture is well detailed. 


Attractive Colour 


An interior perspective in colour (No. 
199) of an extension to Killermont Parish 
Church, by W. N. W. Ramsay, merits 
attention, as the presentation and colour 
are very attractive and the general effect 
is one of simplicity. 

No. 204 is a perspective drawing of 
offices for the Motherwell Bridge & 
Engineering Co., Ltd., by Messrs. Keppie, 
Henderson & Partners. The elevation is 
of a type to which we have become accus- 
tomed based on a unit division of 
space. This is a good drawing, but there 
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would appear to be a dis- 
crepancy in scale between 
the incidental figures and 
the building illustrated. 
Cranhill Secondary School 
by Messrs. 
Keppie, Henderson & 
Partners, is illustrated by an 
excellent drawing of the 
elevation and the colour is 
most attractive. The elevation shows 
the usual large areas of curtain walling. 

A Church at Easterhouse, Glasgow (No 
208), by Messrs. Ross, Doak and White- 
law is illustrated by a black and white 
perspective. The general effect is simple 
and interesting, but the junction of the 
two buildings at the entrance is rather thin 
and scaffold-like. On the other hand, a 
Church at Maryhill, by Thomas S. 
Cordiner (No. 212), is illustrated by a 
watercolour perspective. This would 
appear to be a Roman Catholic Church, 
which may well be more satisfactory as 
a building than as shown in this drawing. 
The arrangement of clerestorey windows 
is not satisfactory on the drawing as the 
walls appear to incline outwards at the 
head. This is unfortunate when related 
to the high, steep pitched roof. 

Messrs. Wright & Kirkwood illustrate 
in a coloured perspective a Secondary 
School at Drumchapel (No. 215). The 
plan appears to be rather disconnected, 
but this is probably due to awkward site 
levels. Auchentoshan School and Occu- 
pational Unit (No. 216) is shown; it is by 
Messrs. Ninian Johnston, Frank Camp- 
bell and Boswell, Mitchell and Johnston, 
with John Anderson, assistant in charge. 
This is an unsatisfactory perspective 
drawing in chalk pencil or crayon of a

type of draughtsmanship common some 
seventy years ago. This may well be an 
interesting school, but the main object 
of the drawing appears to be a desire to 
illustrate a method of roof construction. 

A classroom unit at Glasgow Victoria 
Hospitals, Philipshill, by Messrs. Watson, 
Salmond and Gray (No. 219) is illustrated 
in a frame of photographs. The plan is 
not illustrated, but from the two internal 
photographs it appears that classrooms 
and workshops for disabled persons have 
been arranged en suite. The elevations 
are very pleasant and well proportioned. 

A factory extension for Messrs. Gray 
Dunn & Co. is illustrated by Messrs. 
Watson, Salmond and Gray in four 
photographs, two interiors and two 
exteriors (No. 220). The elevations show 
the usual clean finish associated with such 
work and the internal photographs of the 
entrance hall, presumably in another 
portion of the building, show a well- 
proportioned cross-vaulted hall with well 
considered detail, finish and furniture. 

Nos. 222 and 225 consist of two frames 
of photographs of a house at Ayr by 
Francis B. Dunbar. The interiors show 
some excellent furniture. 

A new office and store in Glasgow for 
Messrs. Arthur Guinness, Son & Co. 
(Park Royal), Ltd., by Messrs. Watson, 
Salmond and Gray is illustrated by a large 
watercolour perspective (No. 197). This 
is an excellent and well composed per- 
spective drawing and shows, in addition 
to an attractive office block, the ships and 
cranes of Clydeside. 


Use of Models 


There are also some models in this 
exhibition. While a model assists an 
architect to explain the plan of the build- 
ing, it is seldom that the general public 
will view these buildings from the same 
viewpoint as that from which the models 
are examined. A _ perspective drawing 
probably remains the most satisfactory 
method of presentation of a building to 
the general public at such an exhibition. 

Some years ago the submission of 
models presented a problem at the Royal 
Academy Exhibition. This matter was 
considered by the hanging committee and 
it was proposed, although not seriously, 
that one method of exhibiting models 
might be to hang them from the walls 
alongside the perspective and scale draw- 
ings. The public would probably appre- 
ciate good scale drawings at such an 
exhibition

HIS is the first redevelopment of a 

central area to be undertaken by 
the Wolverhampton Corporation 
since the war, and it is the first all- 
electric scheme of its kind in the 
Borough. 

The buildings completed to date 
provide a total of 232 dwellings, the 
tenants being drawn from families 
displaced from other redevelopment 
areas, transfers from other Corpor- 
ation houses and from applicants in 
priority groups on the waiting lists. 








The second phase of this project, ’ _ si f é:3 
which is now in course of con- secgel ay + 
struction on the East side of Graiseley cenepery 


Street, will comprise three 1|1-storey 
blocks of flats, 4-storey maisonettes 
and 3- and 4-storey flats, providing 
accommodation for a further 189 
families, making a total of 421 
dwellings in the completed scheme. 
Work was begun on the site in 1956, 
and the whole scheme will be com- 
pleted in 1960. 

The 8-storey blocks have rein- 
forced concrete frames, floors and 
flat roofs, and are clad with brick- 
work and concrete. Each has one 
passenger lift which serves all floors, View east along Dale-street showing two- 
and access to the flats is provided by three- and eight-storey blocks 
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continuous public balconies which 
connect the staircases at each end 
of the block. All other dwellings 
are of traditional construction, hay- 
ing brick walls and tiled roofs. Floors 
between flats are of reinforced con- 
crete and are suitably insulated to 
prevent the transmission of sound 
from one flat to another. Heat 
losses are reduced by lining the roofs 
and external walls with heat insul- 
ating materials. All plumbing is 
collected into internal ducts. Private

balconies are provided to all living 
rooms in the flats and to the upper 
maisonettes. 

The living room, kitchen and hall 
in every dwelling have thermostati- 
cally controlled electric floor heating, 
and in each living room an electric 
fire, set in a decorative tiled surround, 
is provided as an additional or 
alternative form of heating in this 
room. Each dwelling is fitted with 
an insulated hot water storage 
cylinder containing an immersion 
heater which is also controlled by 
thermostat. 

Electricity required for floor warm- 
ing and water heating is cheaper if 
used between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m. and 
between | p.m. and 3 p.m., the two 
set ‘off-peak’ periods when it is not 
being absorbed by industry, and the 
installations in this scheme were de- 
signed therefore to use current only 
during these periods. 

Each 8-storey block is fitted with 
communal aerials and amplifiers 
from which there are connections to 
plugs in all living rooms. These 
blocks are also wired for Rediffusion 
services. In all other dwellings, tubes 
have been built into the structure 
from living rooms to roof spaces, to 
facilitate the installation of aerials 
when they are required. 

Shutes, with hoppers at each floor 
level of the 8-storey flats and 4-storey

maisonettes, are built into the structure 
at each end of the access balconies. The 
shutes discharge the refuse into large con- 
tainers which are emptied by the Corpora- 
tion’s Cleansing Department.

HE annual dinner and dance of the 

Essex, Cambridge and Hertfordshire 
Society of Architects was held on October 
30, under the chairmanship of the President, 
Mr. Robert Foster, JP, FRIBA, in the Sir 
James Hawkey Hall, Woodford. 

Proposing the health of the Royal 
Institute, Mr. Foster said that the RIBA 
was undergoing a process of spring- 
cleaning in order to improve its organisa- 
tion and service to the public. * The 
President, Mr. Spence” he added amid 
laughter, ‘is just the man to act as head 
charwoman in this operation ; he can be 
assured of lots of help from our Society 
and from the other Allied Societies.’ 

Referring to the forthcoming tour of Africa 
which the President and Mrs. Spence, with 
Mr. Spragg the Secretary, were to undertake, 
Mr. Foster said that the trip would be one of 
Mr. Spragg’s swansongs. Few people in the 
room that night could remember the time when 
Mr. Spragg had not been at the RIBA; his 
particular contribution was that he made each 
member feel if not as important as the Presi- 
dent, then nearly as important ; he had given 
to the affairs of the Royal Institute a love and 
devotion which its members perhaps had not 
always deserved. 

‘As for the President,’ said Mr. Foster, * he 
has done more than most men to bring to 
public attention the virtues of architects. His 
“Sea and Ships” exhibit on the South Bank 
during the Festival of Britain was a lovely 
thing which pointed the way to a new archi- 
tecture. He is an imaginative leader with the 
power of showing that architecture can be not 
only efficient but can have the quality of 
delight.’ 

As a young architect Mr. Spence had been 
in Lutyens’s office. He (Mr. Foster) had 
noticed however that any tricks Mr. Spence 
might have inherited from the master did not 
include that of filling in the unproductive 
moments at public dinners by designing his 
next building on the table-cloth. Remembering 
the famous Clerihew 

Sir Christopher Wren 

Said, ‘1 am going to dine with som men ; 

‘If anybody calls, 

Say I am designing St. Paul's,’ 
he felt impelled to say 
Basil Spence 
Makes no pretence 
Of designing 
While dining. 

Responding, Mr. Spence referred to a 
statement made earlier by the Mayor of 
Wanstead and Woodford that a statue of Sir 
Winston Churchill was to be unveiled outside 
the Sir James Hawkey Hall in May next, and 
said that the Royal Academy had been so 
impressed by this work of the sculptor Mr. 
David McFall, that it had sought to acquire it 
under the Chantrey Bequest. 

The area of the Essex, Cambridge and 
Hertfordshire Society had produced some out- 
standing works of architecture, Mr. Spence 
continued. The names of C. H. Aslin, 
Frederick Gibberd and Harold Conolly were 
known beyond this country. * But I would 
remind you,” he added, * that it is the individual 
work of every member that makes the real 
contribution to the RIBA’s progress. We 
must always continue the search for quality 

Earlier in the proceedings Mr. Foster had 
proposed the health of the Borough of 
Wanstead and Woodford, to which the Mayor 
(Ald.

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HE accommodation provided consists 
of six three-bedroom flats and five two- 
bedroom flats; eleven pram and cycle 
stores and a refuse container shed. There 
are also individual gardens, a communal 
drying yard and a children’s play area. 
Planning, structure and fenestration were 
influenced by the decision to build in 9 in. 
calculated brickwork for general economy 
of structure and foundations. Thus rein- 
forced concrete floors of the front block 
span from 9 in. spine wall to external walls 
in the centre portion, with windows limited 
in width, and from cross walls to gable 
walls, with wide balcony windows. 


Existing basements and one sub-base- 
ment necessitated special foundations to a 
depth in some places of 12 ft. Mass con- 
crete piers with reinforced concrete ground 
beams were employed in these cases. Nine- 
inch calculated brickwork from ground 
beams through four storeys in front block 
and from normal foundations through three 
storeys in rear block was used. There is a 
lining to external walls in 2 in. clinker 
blocks supported at each floor level on 
hollow tile reinforced concrete floors. The 
external brickwork was treated on the 
inside to form a waterproof membrane 
between brickwork and clinker block lining. 
No cavity was used. The roof has a TDA 
trussed rafter system used for a 35° pitch 

The elevations generally are faced in buff 
flint-lime bricks ; gable ends, plinths and 
panels in brown flint-lime bricks. Window 
aprons are in grey-green frost-proof tiles 
and balcony balustrades have steel stand- 
ards and rails with close-spaced teak slats. 
The entrance canopy is in open timber 
framing on reinforced concrete cantilevers. 

The concrete balconies and beam faces 
are finished smooth from _ hardboard 
shuttering and painted. The roofing in 
dark brown single-lap tiles. 

Hot water comes from multi-point gas 
heaters and there is single stack plumbing.

LYMOUTH’S new Cinema * The Drake’, erected for 
the Twentieth Century Fox Film Co., occupies a 
prominent position in the rebuilt City Centre at the corner 
of Union-street and Derry’s-cross. Designed to harmonise 
with the surrounding buildings, Portland stone has been 
employed for facing the fagades to the two street frontages. 
The entrance is placed at the intersection of the two 
frontages which have been splayed off to form a corner 
entrance surmounted by a deep canopy with a total length 
of 100 ft. and a fascia depth of 5 ft., arranged as an inter- 
changeable letter sign for publicity display. 

Above the canopy this elevation is faced in blue 
* Mineralite ’ divided into a squared design with white 
bands of the same material. This is surrounded by a 
Portland stone frame, the vertical members of which carry 
the theatre name. In the centre a deep recess contains a 
half scale model of Drake’s * Golden Hind’ conforming 
in all details with the most authentic information available 
of this famous ship. The remaining elevations are faced 
in two shades of local facing bricks relieved at intervals 
with a small pattern design of projecting bricks. 

An open vestibule, floored in random marble paving and 
containing the Box Office and a small confectionery kiosk, 
leads to a double screen of armour plate glass entrance 
doors leading to the main foyer, in panelled Sapele 
mahogany and with a dark blue ceiling. This main foyer 


accommodates on the left the wide staircase leading to the 
circle. The stalls foyer and entrances are placed on the 
right. The centre of the space is devoted to a canopied 
sales counter. The staircase balustrades are composed of 
vitreous enamelled panels in alternating shades of grey 
and yellow and capped with a black plastic handrail. 

The auditorium is decorated in tones of red, pink and 
pale blue. The main ceiling surface is painted blue and is 
illuminated by large suspended plaster lighting troughs, 
the undersides of which are painted in deep red. The 
upper walls are lined with acoustic tiles fixed between 
vertical fibrous plaster ribs and arranged at an angle to 
the main wall in a saw-tooth formation. The ante- 
proscenium walls are decorated in pink and the remainder 
in tones of blue and pink. Special attention has been 
given to the inclination of the stalls floors and the steppings 
in the circle to provide perfect sight lines and to secure a 
minimum angle of projection which will avoid distortion. 
The conventional proscenium has been eliminated and the 
side walls of the auditorium merge into the screen which 
will take a 60 ft. wide picture. The plenum ventilating 
equipment is able to deliver filtered conditioned air to all 
parts of the theatre. 

There is a large waiting hall which is well lighted, 
heated and ventilated. It contains a separate sales kiosk 
and a number of showcases.

RIBA Council Decisions 


[HE first interim report of the Con- 

stitutional Committee was presented 
to the RIBA Council on Tuesday. It was 
agreed that the report should be pub- 
lished in the RIBA Journal for December 
with a notice concerning a special general 
meeting on January 6 for the purpose of 
discussion only. 

It was felt that, in view of the time 
factor, and of the fact that the com- 
mittee’s report presented no more than 
provisional conclusions on a number of 
points, it would be best for the report to 
be discussed at the special general meet- 
ing and for both the committee and the 
Council to study the matter more fully 
in the light of the views expressed by 
members at that meeting. The report 
deals with the constitution of the RIBA 
Council and the procedure for the elec- 
tions in relation to the constitutions of 
the Allied Societies. The various other 
matters remitted to the committee will 
be the subject of further reports. It is 
not anticipated that the final report will 
be ready for the regular annual general 
meeting in May next. 

The Practice Committee is considering 
the point brought before the last ARCUK 
Council meeting by an architect who pro- 
posed to turn his office into a limited 
liability company with the object of 
receiving tax relief (see The Builder of 
October 31). This recommendation will 
be brought before the Council, which will 
then make a statement. 


The Hampton Site 


THE Government have decided to buy 
the vacant Hampton site in Trafalgar- 
square to provide an extension to the 
National Gallery and to preserve the 
character of the square. This was 
announced by Mr. Hugh Molson, 
Minister of Works, in the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday, in reply to a question 
by Mr. John Parker. 

The Minister acknowledged the ‘ most 
generous response’ of the Canadian 
Government in offering to sell their 
interest in the site to the British Govern- 
ment at a cost of about £im. He added 
that he could not forecast when any 
extension to the National Gallery would 
be started.

In Holborn and elsewhere, rooms of 
great size and costliness have been erected 
and music and singing made to lend their 
attractions. The proprieter of Canterbury 
Hall, in the Westminster-road, has built in 
addition a handsome picture gallery at an 
expenditure of £5,000 and filled it with 
pictures which have cost him £10,000. 
These include ‘ Noah’s Sacrifice,’ ‘ Death 
Purifying the Soul,” ‘The Advent of 
Spring,’ and others. 

The attraction of the tavern, pure and 
simple, must be fading, since it is 
necessary to add others of an intellectual 
character.

EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LUI.—New Trades for Old 


HAVE written before about the 

changing trades, but a recent discus- 
sion with my two younger partners 
brought home to me very forcibly just 
how big is this change and all that it 
implies. 

New design calls for new materials and 
new materials call for new skills: but my 
colleagues argue that because old skills 
are dying out it is no use putting up a 
fight to obtain standards of craftsman- 
ship against unbeatable odds, and it is 
our job to find substitute methods of 
construction not requiring obsolete skills. 
I have been a lover of the crafts all my 
life and I find this point of view hard io 
accept, but I confess that I see their point. 
Perhaps the skill of the assembly line and 
machine shop is to replace the skill of 
the old crafts in producing new standards 
of quality in building. Certainly, when | 
see the speed at which new buildings go 
up compared with traditional methods of 
construction, I can no longer ignore the 
force of their argument. 

However, I know there are many who 
will mourn with me that we can no longer 
use stone because there are no stone- 
masons, that brickwork may follow the 
same road because of poor bricks and 
declining skill in laying them, that plaster- 
work which used to be decorative and 
the perfect finish to our walls can no 
longer compete in speed, durability and 
finish with the drier methods of internal 
wall finish now being developed. The 
plumber will no longer have to ‘ wipe’ 
a joint and the electrician will not have 
to struggle to pull wires through a tube, 
whilst the joiner must either be given 
better raw material, the purchasing of 
which has been greatly neglected, or a 
substitute must take the place of shrink- 
ing joinery. 
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What a change in teaching all this must 
bring about. The classics are no longer 
taught because they no longer apply to 
modern building. Why then teach tradi- 
tional trades? The Building Industry 
needs all its resources of adaptability to 
keep up the pace.

OBITUARY 
F. Kennerell Pope, ARIBA 

Mr. FRANK KENNERELL Pope, ARCA, 
ARIBA, whose death in his 71st year we 
regret to record, had long practised in 
Weston-super-Mare in partnership with 
the late T. Bradford Ball, with whom he 
designed much domestic and commercial 
work. He received his architectural train- 
ing at the RCA, South Kensington, where 
he won a travelling scholarship. The 
funeral took place on October 29 at Blea- 
don Church whose spire he had restored 
in 1924. 


Sir William Halcrow 

THE DEATH has taken place of Sir William 
Halcrow, the eminent engineer, at the age 
of 75. He had had a wide experience in the 
design and construction of hydraulic works, 
docks and tunnels. Among these last was 
the tunnelling for the Northern Line exten- 
sions to Highgate and Finchley. He was 
chairman of the panel of engineers that 
designed the Mulberry harbours. He had 
been a member of the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission and a past President of the Associa- 
tion of Consulting Engineers. 


ARTIFICIAL LIGHTING AND 
VENTILATION OF WCs 
Doctor’s Warning of ‘ Substandard 
Conditions’ 

Dr. E. H. R. SMITHARD, Lewisham medical 
officer of health, suggests in his annual report 
that failure by London County Council to 
observe by-laws covering natural lighting 
and ventilation of water closets when erect- 
ing flats in the borough might well result in 
‘unpleasant substandard conditions before 

their proper time.’ 

Dr. Smithard says the by-laws covering 
this point, which have been in existence for 
many years, allow an internal water closet 
or bathroom provided that it has suitable 
means of artificial lighting and a suitable 
system of mechanical ventilation. 

He writes: ‘It is generally thought that 
this by-law was designed primarily to deal 
with hotels, large office blocks, etc., where 
natural lighting and ventilation would be 
extremely difficult and where, because of the 
user of such premises, no nuisance or 
aesthetic objection. would be likely. 

‘From time to time, however, in other 
boroughs in the last 20 or so years, the 
County Council has put up blocks of flats 
involving residential accommodation only, 
where the water closets and bathrooms have 
not been naturally lighted or ventilated; and 
by and large the boroughs concerned have 
not objected to this, although it is known 
that in some cases objection was taken and 
was persisted in. 

‘A year or so back information was 
received from the County Council to the 
effect that it was proposed to erect two 
blocks of flats in Lewisham, these blocks 
having internal bathrooms and we’s with 
mechanical ventilation only. The health 
committee had previously taken objection to 
the principle involved and accordingly in 
this case correspondence occurred between 
the health department and the appropriate 
department of the County Council.’ 

Dr. Smithard goes on to give over a 
dozen objections to the use of artificial light- 
ing and ventilation for these purposes.

COST CONTROL AND JOB 
MANAGEMENT—PART ONE 
By Gordon Redfern 


E admit that the great question- 

mark which must be placed against 
organisation in the context of architec- 
ture is in the human element of design. 
Without this one unknown element a 
building could probably be organised 
and organised infallibly by an electronic 
brain. 

I for one do not believe that cost and 
management techniques are a panacea or 
an answer to the problems of modern 
architecture any more than Le Corbu- 
sier’s Modulor or the North Thames Gas 
Board’s standard specification, but these 
two latter are a choice. Cost control and 
job management are rather more basic. 
They are the fundamentals of our future 
efficiency and unless we can produce our 
work efficiently somebody else will do it 
for us. They are tools we have to master 
but they are not ends in themselves. They 
are the means of efficient production. 


Case of Necessity 


Necessity has forced upon us the need 
for cost awareness. To ignore it is to 
ignore a reality no matter whether it is 
stimulating or just downright depressing. 
There is an increasing call for some foo!- 
proof method of cost control. Within a 
few years this call will become a clamour. 
The important word here is, of course, 
foolproof. It is true that there have been 
in the past methods of arriving at prob- 
able cost in the preliminary estimate 
stage. 

I do not pretend that it is only in the 
last few years that the cost of a building 
has become of vital consideration. These 
old methods, time honoured, are still in 
use today all over the country and all 
over the country generally, preliminary 
estimates are regularly exceeded. This is 
largely the reason why the architect and 
his team is viewed with suspicion by the 
prospective client and is largely the reason 
for the up and coming packaged deal 
which gives a definite all-in price which 
contractually cannot be exceeded. The 
packaged deal might not as yet have made 
any great contribution to architecture— 
in fact many of the packaged dealers 
might not employ architects at all, about 
this I do not know—but the merits of 
the scheme from the client’s point of view 
are obvious and we shall do well to realise 
why. 

The first important work in the field of 
accurate cost forecasting has come from 
the Ministry of Education. For the num- 


ber of schools required by the country 
after the war there was only a certain 
yearly allocation of money to spend. A 
relatively simple sum produced a total 
allocation for each type of school which 
could not then be overspent. They set 
about to devise methods to control the 
spending of the money available; methods 
which were not just theoretical but prac- 
tised successfully upon their own deve- 
lopment projects. Of course this method 
has been varied. Some people consider it 
inappropriate to buildings other than 
schools. Other methods have been and 
still are being devised.

balance between design and cost. 

These techniques are experimental, and 
in the process of development and growth. 
Discussing them now is rather like dis- 
cussing travelling to the moon: very few 
people are actively engaged in the experi- 
mental work; of those outside it, most are 
indifferent, if vaguely aware that some- 
thing is going on which may eventually 
change their lives; some, the Astronomers- 
Royal of our professions, say it’s all 
poppycock anyway; while the imagina- 
tion of others is so moon-dazed that they 
gloss over the immense complexities and 
problems which remain to be solved and 
give out that the celestial target is already 
reached. 

I am not sure that the moon of efficient 
cost control is even in sight; but I am 
quite certain that it is a target worth 
aiming at. 

The purpose of the present course, as 
I see it, is not to try to teach cost plan- 
ning but to pilot a way through the shal- 
lows of elemental bills and the rocks of 
package contracts, and maybe to give a 
glimpse of the land beyond. Not the 
Promised Land, certainly, but perhaps a 
land where the architect will re-establish 
his command and control in the building 
industry. 

Cost planning is the alternative to 
designing ‘regardless’ and, as Gordon 
Redfern has shown, it is an alternative 
which will probably have to become 
standard practice if architecture is to 
survive as an independent profession. 

The essence of the technique of cost 
planning pioneered by the Ministry of 
Education is that the target cost, the 
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client’s brief, should be broken down into 
a convenient number of parts (for 
example, frame, walls, windows, doors) 
with a cost target for each part, all adding 
up to the total target. Then as the build- 
ing is designed the cost of each part is 
estimated, by taking off approximate 
quantities, and compared with the target 
cost—if it is lower than the target, more 
can be spent on another part; if it is 
higher, it must either be reduced or the 
cost of one or more other parts much be 
reduced in proportion (or the client must 
be told that better quality will require 
more money). After a final check on the 
overall cost bills of quantities are pre- 
pared and tenders obtained in the usual 
way. 

That sounds simple enough; but if cost 
planning techniques were as simple as 
they sound it would hardly be necessary 
to*hold courses about them. The first 
difficulty, and it is the key one, is the 
allocation of a target cost to each con- 
stituent part of the building. It is easy 
enough to make a list of the parts, 
whether you choose them by function, as 
does the Ministry of Education, or by 
trade or any other division which suits 
your purpose. But deciding how much 
money it is reasonable to allocate to be 
spent on each is a very different matter. 


Cost planning from previous analyses. 
—The theoretically ideal method of cost 
planning, and this is* the method 
advocated by the Ministry of Education, 
is to compile the individual or elemental 
targets as soon as the sketch plans are 
complete but before the materials, con- 
struction or finish have been decided in 
detail. Thus it might be decided that out 
of a total target of 75s. per sq. ft. of floor 
area, 5s. per sq. ft. of floor area can be 
spent on the foundations, 15s. on the 
structural frame, 8s. on the wall cladding, 
9d. on the staircases and so on. Now 
go away and design each element within 
the allotted limits. . 


You may well ask—who is the god who 
sets the targets? There are, of course, no 
hard facts to go on. There are no 
standard rates for unspecified structural 
frames, or wall construction or staircases. 
But there are bills of quantities for other 
apparently similar jobs and the Ministry 
of Education method is to compile its 
elemental targets from a detailed analysis 
of previous similar projects. 


Another Technique 


Cost planning from approximate 
quantities—Another technique, which is 
perhaps in wider use for speculative and 
industrial buildings, involves waiting until 
the type of construction and the standard 
of finishes, fittings and services have been 
decided upon—although not necessarily 
worked out in detail, 


Approximate quantities are then taken 
out and priced for each part of the build- 
ing, using the correct, if outlined, specifi- 
cation for the job; design alterations can 
then be made if the figures reveal a lack 
of balance in the distribution of costs 
between the different parts of the 
building. 

The important difference is that cost 
planning by the use of previous elemental 
analyses sets out to control the design, 
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while cost planning by the use of approxi- 
mate quantities is a check on a design 
already formulated and work may be 
wasted if the check shows up a need for 
extensive alterations. 

Nevertheless, the approximate quanti- 
ties method appeals to architects and 
quantity surveyors because it has a more 
obvious relationship to the actual job and 
it bypasses the difficulties caused by the 
interpretation of the analyses of previous 
jobs. Moreover, the pricing can be related 
to the circumstances of the actual job, 
instead of being based on a tender which 
may itself have been abnormal. 


This may be a decisive advantage. Even 
in normal times tender prices may be so 
freakish as to render elemental prices 
derived from them quite useless. In 
abnormal times—well, the use of cost 
analyses of jobs tendered for in the past 
eighteen months, when prices dropped by 
10 to 15 per cent. may be exceedingly 
hazardous now that the Bank rate has 
reverted to normal. (In parenthesis, it is 
a sobering thought that raising the Bank 
rate did far more to reduce building costs 
than any amount of cost planning!) 

Why is it that cost planning is only 
practised by a minority of architects? The 
answer, I suppose, is partly conservatism, 
the feeling, perhaps, that intuition may 
be better than pseudo-science; partly 
because none of the methods yet 
suggested are wholly convincing and it is 
not yet certain that they are generally 
applicable; partly, perhaps, a lack of 
enthusiasm by quantity surveyors, who 
find it difficult to be gay when they think 
of all the extra work it causes them. But 
the major reason is lack of time. 

In my opinion one of the most im- 
portant advantages of cost planning is 
that is inextricably bound up with pre- 
planning; inevitably the pre-contract stage 
will take longer—it is no good hiding 
our heads in the sand about that—but the 
saving in the more efficient running of the 
job and the avoidance of variations 
should more than make up for it. Some- 
how, the architects will have to put that 
over to their clients. 


COST CONTROL AND JOB 
MANAGEMENT—PART TWO 


By Gordon Redfern 


HE architect has decided that, of 

necessity, he will attempt to assimi- 
late the present methods of cost control 
just described to you, possibly to vary 
them if he sees fit or perhaps to devise a 
method of his own. 

What is the impact upon himself and 

his practice of this important decision? 
First of all he has to find out all he can 
about a new technique. 
_ Using another method, one can largely 
ignore the problem in the early stages 
and dump it squarely in the quantity sur- 
veyor’s lap at an advanced stage. In this 
case we are expecting him to specify a 
building—this is hardly his job. It is this 
approach which might well result from a 
short over-simplified course at a School 
of Architecture, that will throw into dis- 
repute these present techniques. 





They are not simple and to work they 
must be considered thoroughly and con- 
sidered as a team project with the 
quantity surveyor well in the picture from 
the beginning. It is this lack of thorough 
appreciation of the job that produces 
sceptism in the quantity surveyor when he 
is informed by the architect that such and 
such a job is to be cost planned. 


Preliminary Work 


To start with, when a new project 
comes into the office which is to be cost 
planned, there is a great deal of 
preliminary work to be done. As the 
building develops from the back of an 
envelope on to the drawing board our 
final estimate must be turned into terms 
ef specification in close collaboration with 
the quantity surveyor. 

Very basic decisions regarding stfuc- 
ture, foundations, etc., which can 
seriously affect general design can only be 
made within the terms of cost references 
we have allowed ourselves. If it is im- 
portant for some reason (and that reason 
will probably be the abstract element of 
design) to exceed cost in some elements 
then others will have to be reduced. In 
other words, it may be that, architec- 
turally, a shell concrete roof is the answer 
but we must know that, at the same time 
if this form is used, the building can have 
no walls. It is up to you to justify such 
an arrangement to your client. 

As working drawings proceed it will be 
necessary, with any method, to see that 
the cost planning is in fact being com- 
plied with and it is normal for working 
drawings to be checked by measuring 
rough quantities which can be priced and 
compared to the element target. 

We have reached now a point where a 
bill can be prepared. We are reasonably 
sure that, on the basis of the previous 
jobs, our building should come in at the 
price our client wishes to pay. We are 
sure that it works and represents in all 
respects balanced value for money. 

Normally the building will go out for 
competitive tender and, at the present 
moment, within the context of an esti- 
mate of competitive tender, there is no 
way of being sure that the price will be 
what we think it should be. This is one 
of the main reasons why some architects 
and quantity surveyors, using cost control 
techniques, advocate the employment of 
nominated contractors. In this way the 
contractor can also check the cost targets 
so that his final figure, upon which the 
contract will be signed, will accord with 
the cost plan. 


They advocate it for another reason as 
well. It is possible, as working drawings 
proceed, for the general contractor to give 
his advice regarding the most economical 
use of plant and materials. In this way 
it is hoped to reduce construction costs— 
it does nat at the moment appear to do 
so. Normally in practice it has been 
found that the negotiated tender is more 
expensive than the competitive tender and 
builders, in gay, carefree moments have 
been known to remark that they are on 
a good thing if they can land a negotiated 
contract. The negotiated contract is 
almost another form of the packaged deal 
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but a form which gives the client the 
architect he wants. For the private olient 
it will be sometimes possible to use a 
nominated contractor. 

To return to the problem of competitive 
tendering. Many quantity surveyors 
practising cost control are agreed that it 
is rare for a properly cost planned job 
to exceed the estimate. It is possible they 
feel, and indeed likely, that the job will 
come in lower than the cost plan and this 
is, of course, the reason why they prefer 
this method. However, due to unusual 
or freak conditions it is possible for the 
tender figure to exceed the cost plan 
figure. This cannot happen with a 
negotiated tender. What then? Apart 
from being extremely annoyed and look- 
ing very foolish, where is the architect 
placed? 

Well, it is a consolation to know, where 
the price is over the top, whether all 
elements are high or if some are high 
and others low. In this case internal 
adjustments can be made in full know- 
ledge of what has happened to the speci- 
fication so that reductions can be made 
and still produce a balanced building. 

The elemental bill has been devised to 
help this process and to show the cost 
immediately, element by element. This 
type of bill is usually prepared from 
elemental drawings, a technique quite 
different from the conventional type 
normally prepared. I have no personal 
experience of elemental drawings, but 
they have been used in the office where I 
work and the architects responsible for 
the job are well pleased with the result. 
They found that the preparation took 
much longer and that the technique was 
difficult to get hold of but the resultant 
job, the ease with which both drawings 
and bill could be read on the site, has 
made the whole thing very worthwhile 


Office Organisation 


By far the chief factor, as far as the 
architect’s office is concerned, which 
emerges from the adoption of cost tech- 
niques, is that a great deal more time must 
be spent upon a project than has been 
usual. Apart from assimilating a new 
technique, there are numerous meetings 
with quantity surveyors and many dates, 
which, of absolute necessity, must be met. 
Supervision in the drawing office will have 
to be tighter to see that cost plan speci- 
fications are interpreted properly. 

All these items are concerned with pre- 
planning a job. This pre-planning is 
becoming inevitable. It will and does 
make the job of building far easier and 
quicker on site and it produces a building 
which is value for money. It has been 
found, however, that if one attempts to 
organise a job along the lines of the cost 
control methods described, one is bound 
to begin to think about reorganising office 
procedure because one finds that there 
is Just not enough time available and, 
consequently, one will rapidly overspend 
the fees one receives. 

_ Cost control necessitates a closer atten- 
tion to organisation and this has pre- 
sented the opportunity to streamline or 
basically to re-think the whole process 
of running an architect’s office. This

SUMMARY OF COST CONTROL 
METHODS—PART TWO 
By E. R. Parrinder 
CO-OPERATION BETWEEN QUANTITY 
SURVEYOR AND ARCHITECT 


ORDON REDFERN has said that 
cost planning must be a team project 
and of course he’s right. Whichever 
system is used the quantity surveyor must 
come in right at the beginning. This 


» means that a revolution will have to take 


place in the quantity surveyor’s way of 
life as well as in the architect’s. He may 
have to analyse tender prices in much 
greater detail than he does at the moment. 
He will need to have a much wider know- 
ledge of comparative costs, so that he 
can advise, quickly, on the cost implica- 
tions of different design solutions. He 
will need to develop the technique of 
taking off, and pricing, approximate 
quantities to help in setting the targets 
and in checking them. He will, in fact, 
have to be an expert on cost. 

We must face the fact that cost plan- 
ning, in the way outlined to-day, does 
involve a considerable amount of extra 
work for both architect and quantity sur- 
veyor. Much more work, in my opinion, 
than can be saved by better management 
within their offices. When cost planning 
becomes more widespread, this factor will 
have to be dealt with, even if it means a 
reconsideration of fee structures. But 
before that thorny subject is approached, 
architects and quantity surveyors will 
have to be able to show that any higher 
fees demanded can be saved by lower job 
costs as a result of cost planning. 

Closer association between architects 
and quantity surveyors will also demand 
that they should have a better under- 
standing of each other’s work. 


Planning the Planning 


If cost planning is not to lead to dis- 
appointment and chaos, it must itself be 
planned. A programme and a time-table 
should be agreed between the architect 
and the quantity surveyor and rigidly 
adhered to. This is important enough 
when all that is at stake is the prepara- 
tion of a bill of quantities. It seems, 
therefore, that the recommendations on 
pre-planning of the Simon Report, and 
of every other similar report since, 
although largely ignored by the profes- 
sion as a whole, will be forced upon those 
architects who adopt cost planning. 
Builders and quantity surveyors will say 
‘hurrah’ to that. 

A change which I think is at least 
worth considering is in the method of 
presenting drawings. Quantity surveyors 
see drawings from a large number of 
offices and, although designs may some- 
times appear similar, the method of show- 
ing the information differs widely, I 
almost said crazily. There seems to be 
an infinite variety in scale, in the method 
of detailing and in the amount (or 


absence) of specification notes. Perhaps 
the Schools are to blame for allowing too 
much individuality in a function which, 
surely, would gain from standardisation. 


COST AND PRICE 


I know that some architects have had 
unfortunate experiences which have per- 
haps made them feel that cost planning 
is a waste of effort with competitive 
tendering. This feeling is understandable, 
but allowance has to be made for the 
newness of the techniques and the inex- 
perience of architects and surveyors in 
using them. 

I feel that the cost-conscious architect, 
if he is to be the leader in the team, must 
acquire at least a basic knowledge of 
building plant and productivity. He 
should not need to call in a builder to 
tell him which parts of a concrete struc- 
ture it is economic to precast or whether 
the edge beams should be upstand or 
downstand, any more than he would to 
tell him the economic number of storeys. 
Again, I feei that the cost-conscious archi- 


tect should know enough of the capabili- — 


ties and economics of plant such as tower 
cranes to judge whether the design should 
be arranged so as to facilitate their use. 

I suggest, in fact, that a knowledge cf 
building methods and productivity is 
necessary to economic design. 


The Gap Between Cost 
and Price 

So far, Gordon Redfern and I have 
talked of ‘ cost’ planning and ‘ cost’ con- 
trol; these have become the accepted 
terms for the techniques we are describ- 
ing. But, of course, cost planning is not 
concerned with real costs at all. It is the 
contractor who experiences ‘ cost’; archi- 
tects and quantity surveyors and their 
clients are perforce concerned with 
‘ prices,’ with the rates inserted in bills 
of quantities. 

With the larger, efficient firms the gap 
between ‘cost,’ including overheads and 
profit, and ‘ price’ may be small. That 
is, the experience gained from careful 
costing and work study on the site is fed 
back to the estimating department, so that 
prices in the bill are related to site costs 
—unless, as not infrequently happens, 
there is a last-minute directors’ adjust- 
ment. 

But unhappily it is the minority of 
firms which are efficient. With the 
majority, the estimator’s job is an art 
rather than a science. On a builder’s own 
confession, at another of these courses, 
the rates inserted are by no means always 
based on actual recorded costs; they are 
taken (he said) from price books, or from 
the estimator’s own private records (i.e., 
rule of thumb) or from previous bills. 

How can this gap between cost and 
price be closed? Probably, it never will 
be; but I am sure that it could be 
narrowed if a majority of contractors, 
instead of a minority, accepted the lessons 
of method study and work measurement 
and then improved their estimating tech- 
niques. When the general standards of 
efficiency are raised the inefficient con- 
tractors, in a competitive system, will go 
to the wall, just as will inefficient archi- 
tects and quantity surveyors. 


Improving the Bill 
of Quantities 


The difficulty in making the bill do 
more than it does at the moment is that 
there is very little uniformity on con- 
tractors’ methods of, say, progressing. 
Some contractors would like to know (for 
progressing but not for estimating) the 
quantities of materials to be used on each 
floor, while others prefer the elemental 
approach—although, incidentally and to 
add a further complication, it is certain 
that few would want the same elements as 
those used in cost planning. 


When better management produces 
more uniform methods, it will, no doubt, 
be possible to improve the bill to provide 
a better service to the builder. But, per- 
sonally, I feel that changes should only 
stem from a general demand; private 
experiments may only lead to confusion 
among estimators, who are used to a stan- 
dard document, and possibly to higher 
prices. 

To sum up: No one is likely to deny 
that cost planning has become a neces- 
sary adjunct of architecture: techniques 
are being evolved, but they are still experi- 
mental and much more research is neces- 
sary before they can be used with full 
confidence or taught in detail; the prac- 
tice of cost planning requires planned 
co-operation between architect and 
quantity surveyor (and, incidentally, 
engineer, who has not been mentioned at 
all); cost planning involves full pre-plan- 
ning and this means (a) that the client 
must be induced, on the promise of its 
advantages to him, to allow more time for 
the pre-contract stage and (b) that archi- 
tects and quantity surveyors must 
reorganise their own office management 
techniques so as to allow for the implica- 
tions of pre-planning and cost control. 
The corollary of cost planning is man- 
agement and that is why it is the subject 
for discussion this afternoon. 


THE PRINCIPLES OF 
MANAGEMENT WITH SPECIAL 


REFERENCE TO ARCHITECTS 


By F. Warner 


(['HESE principles were not invented 
but were discovered to exist in well- 
managed enterprises. It is by applying 
these rules that management can be made 
effective. The following six elements of 
management may be illustrated by 
examples from industry, e.g., building and 
contracting : 

i. FORECASTING — Objectives 
Policy Planning. 

ii. PLANNING of _ operations, e.g., 
weekly site operations plans by trades 
in building. Work loading in archi- 
tects office. 

iii. ORGANISING—pattern of delegation 
of duties and responsibilities—single 
line of responsibility upwards. 

iv. COMMANDING—leadership. 

. CO-ORDINATING — keeping enter- 
prise moving towards common 
objective. Clearing between inter- 
related duties and tasks. 


i. CONTROLLING—measuring progress 


and 
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against plans and holding people 
responsible. 

The problems of organising and com- 
mand must also be considered by the 
architect, and under this heading come 
discipline and consciousness of responsi- 
bility to one superior. Relation of assis- 
tants to partners must also be properly 
established, and a means of loading and 
delegating work in an architect’s office 
devised. 

Planning of work forward must be done 
in the architect’s office; this is essential 
for control and to achieve delivery dates. 
In considering the economy of staffing 
its effect upon the quantity surveyor, con- 
tractor and client must be remembered. 
Also important is the periodic revision of 
plans to take account of past divergences. 

Under the heading of control must 
come the kind of information required in 
an architect’s office; overall budgetary 
control of expenses and cash elsewhere; 
comparison of actual progress, time and 
cost on job with plan. Any divergence 
from the plan should be analysed into 
causes: More or less work involved than 
expected; performances of assistant; pro- 
gress delays; cost of assistants different 
from .budget; contract variations; and 
sickness and other non-effective time. 

In all offices there is likely to be room 
for improvement, which will benefit archi- 
tects and all parts of the industry. The 
architect is at the beginning of a complex 
production cycle, so the better he plans 
and controls his activities, the better the 
subsequent parties can plan and control 
theirs. Otherwise the builder will succeed 
in selling packaged deals, with the conse- 
quence that the customer will lose the 
protection of independent professional 
advice and supervision. 


THE APPLICATION OF THE 
PRINCIPLES OF MANAGEMENT 
WITHIN AN ARCHITECT’S 
OFFICE 
By J. M. Austin-Smith 


M* purpose is to try to show that it is 
possible to apply these principles of 
management to architectural practice, 
both in private and local and central 
authority offices. I also hope that I will 
stimulate some thoughts in your mind as 
to the way in which you could adopt 
what I have to say to suit your own par- 
ticular needs. What in detail is suitable 
for one practice or department will in all 
probability be quite unsuitable to another. 
It is essential to understand how these 
management techniques work before you 
can come to any decision on future train- 
ing and research either in the school or in 
a post-graduate course. 


Organising and Command 


The most vital point here is to avoid 
an amorphous mass of partners, assistant 
architects and architectural assistants. 
There must be an obvious chain of com- 
mand with at the top the policy making 
section (whether it be one individual or a 
group of individuals). If a group, i.e. 
several partners, then each must be 


allotted spheres of interests in which they 
can act autonomously within the defined 
policy of the office. 


Spheres of interest would consist of 
such matters as finance, client and public 
relations, office procedures, clerical staff, 
etc. The most important, however, which 
i want to consider would be the command 
ofa group of architectural assistants. 

This task of acting as a team leader 
has definite implications which assist, as I 
will show, in the forward planning of the 
work. By a team of assistants I do not 
mean a series of specialists, i.e. one assis- 
tant who does the drains, and one who 
does the elevations, but a number of indi- 
viduals whose activities are controlled and 
organised, i.e. managed by the team 
leader. 

The maintaining of a central policy 
making group and a series of teams is 
nothing new, but it does require a positive 
effort to keep it intact especially when, as 
often happens in private practice, it comes 
under strain during periods of either 
expansion or contraction. A policy must

forward planning on two levels, which 
admits the maximum flexibility to cope 
with the individual requirements of both 
the job and the architect. 


Forward Planning of Work 


There is one factor which makes the 
work of a professional man completely 
different from commerce, and that is our 
scale of charges. As a result of this our 
selling price is known in advance, where- 
as in industry the work and components 
have first to be synthesised and then a 
profit added to arrive at a selling price. 


As architects we, knowing our selling 
price, have first to decide how much profit 
to make and the work has to be broken 
up into its components, each of which 
must be allotted a portion of the money 
available. This is just another way of 
saying that an architect is an artist who 
works in an economic medium. In addi- 
tion to being an artist he must also deal 
with the economic factors of the job, and 
he has to decide purely on ethical or 
moral grounds how he is to apportion 
these two factors. They will vary from 
individual to individual and from job to 
job, and may well vary as the job pro- 
gresses. 


The acknowledgment of the existence 
of these factors is, I submit, a prerequisite 
of being an architect. A sculptor per se 
is not an architect, neither is.a contracts 
manager. It is the combination of these 
two aspects in their broadest sense which 
produces an architect and results in archi- 
tecture. 


I now want to show you a procedure 
which will assist the architect in making 
these decisions. It is vital to appreciate 
that these techniques do not make deci- 
sions for you—nothing can take away 
your fundamental responsibilities as an 
architect—these techniques can only help 
you, and I submit help you. very consider- 
ably in weighing up all the factors and 
thus enabling you to make sound deci- 
sions. 


Central Planning 


Find cost per man day. 

The first step is to find the cost of employ- 
ing one assistant per working day. 

See Fig. No. 1. 

Allocate time to stages of job. 

Estimated cost—may vary, so watch and 
adjust. 

Fee—agree with client. 

Reserve: Here you make moral decision. 
Represents partner’s wages or firm’s profit, 
reserve for new equipment, offices and all 
capital expenditure. 

Rate per day: Represents wages paid to 
assistants and economic efficiency of prac- 
tice, ie. large and expensive offices means 
higher rate per day. 

No. of Man Days Available— 

This now split amongst major stages. 

Based on fee structure. 

Past research surprisingly shows this on 
average about right. Though as 
methods change, 

i.e. Cost Planning, the proportion may 
vary, 

i.e. less supervision. 

Constructional Design ¢ 

Constructional Drawing ¢ 

Decide which team is to handle job. 

(i) Policy on specialisation. 


A guide 
only. 
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(ii) Policy on partner-client relations. 
(iii) Team loadings. (Described later.) 
Pass to partner in charge of selected team. 


Team Planning 


Team leader can act autonomously within 
the policy, even vary proportions; human 
element. Team leader works out in greater 
detail using combination of own experience, 
nature of job and of his assistants. Makes 
use where necessary of cost analysis informa- 
tion. 

See Fig. No. 3. 


Design 

Assumes Partner designs. 

Partner’s time is in 25 per cent. Reserve. 
83 days is only assistants’ time in helping. 
Construction Design. 

This is studying and drafting out the 
design—NOT drawings from which builder 
builds, but from which Q/S takes approxi- 
mate quantities. 

Use of cost analysis of previous similar 
jobs. Only a guide, useful for large and 
unfamiliar jobs. 

Assuming that if more money spent on 
finishes and service in, say, a hospital than 
a warehouse, then more time required to 
work out finishes and services in hospital 
than for a warehouse. 

Proportional total on cost analysis does 
not take into account such things as making 
general drawings. . . . Adjust for job.

Break it down however into greater detail. 

Assistant brought in to help prepare pro- 


ramme, 
Fully worked out programme of great 
comfort to assistant. If a big job, make 


programme for first stage or stages only, 
since there will always be readjustments to 
programme. ; 

In addition to drawings, time to arrange 
sub-contracts, etc., can programmed. 
Team leader has now got finger on _— 
of his team and can really manage them. 
Team leader can see exactly when he must 
take action. ; 

Always need to adjust, due to past diver- 
ence. 

: Central planner checks weekly or monthly, 
depending on tempo of office with teams, and 
alters his loading chart if any changes made. 
(They are always kept in pencil, so can be 
rubbed out and brought up to date). 


Control 


To effect control, must know what is 
happening, 

Time sheets—Daily, a secretarial task. 

Time spent on individual jobs recorded 
on Chart used to allocate man-days to major 
stages. (See Fig. 2.) 

Since date and number of man-days 
recorded easy to find elapsed time as well as 
total man-days. 

An —_ of using information which 
is recorded for one purpose for an additional 
use, i.e. checking against an arbitrary factor 
for estimating elapsed time. 

Whether this will prove valuable, only the 
collation of the facts disclosed will tell. 

Separate time records must be kept for 
holidays, sickness and general duties to see 
that time spent does not radically exceed 
their allowance. 

Where time exceeds that allowed in initial 
planning, then analyse cause. 

Remedy may mean adjusting formulae, 
vary weighting of staff, i.e. proportion of 
highly skilled and paid to less skill and pay. 
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Watch for efficiency of staff, may mean 
assistant not pulling his weight or is not 
being given right type of work. 


Budgetary Control 


This vital to ensure that office remains in 
existence. 

First step, make monthly a chart showing 
fees due and estimated outgoings for the next 
12 months. This only possible if jobs are 
planned forward, i.e. knows when work due 
to finish and when fees fall due. Valuable 
information obtained on liquidity of firm in 
months to come. Steps can be taken in 
advance if necessary to borrow money, i.e, 
overdraft. Without this foresight situation 
can become desperate, no money to pay staff 
and one is then forced to rush working draw- 
ings of a particular job solely to provide 
fees as quickly as possible. All one’s high 
ideals of fine architecture brought to nought 
through lack of management.

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Your first reactions are probably that 
this is an enormous amount of poppy- 
eock. This you may say will never work, 
the client will change his mind and the 

s whole thing has to be revised. There are 
so many variables in an architect’s office 
that tend to upset the programming and 
make the application of these techniques 
an impossibility. 

I do not see this as an excuse for not 
using these techniques, but the very 
reason why they must be used. 

There are three well known excuses for 
not adopting these techniques : 

(i) It’s all fine for the other chap, but my 
business is different. It would never 
suit me. 

(ii) I could never afford it, 


(iii) Lifemanship and saying I have been 

doing it for years. 

I firmly believe that it is our duty to 
architecture and to the profession to 
apply these principles of management. 
Especially if we are principals or heads 
of department, then it is our duty to our 
assistants, since only by this means can 
their efficiency be improved and their 
remuneration increased. 

This is a hard doctrine to live up to but 
it must be done. If the client changes his 
mind it is fundamentally the architect’s 
fault in not fully explaining the pro- 
cedures to the client and getting him to 
make up his mind. 

Fig 5 shows briefly how some of the 
techniques which we have available help 
in this respect, as well as producing better 
architecture. 


DISCUSSION 


HE discussion which followed the 

papers read during the morning by 
Mr. Redfern and Mr. Parrinder began 
with a question put by one of the mem- 
bers present, who asked how it was pos- 
sible to compare the prices for previous 
jobs, say several years before, when the 
economic climate altered so frequently. 

In reply Mr. PARRINTER Stated that 
until a better way was found it was still 
necessary to price from previous jobs. In 
this way one was able to take the average 
price and relate it to the job in hand. — 

Mr. M. Patrrick asked how long it 
would be before accurate statistics on cost 
control would be available to the profes- 
sion. As far as teaching this subject in 
school was concerned in his experience 
students found it the least interesting. 
Before cost control could be taught 
properly the students would have to be 
made to feel that the approach used was 
a realistic one. It was obvious that an 
enormous amount of work lay ahead 
before it could be added to school 
curricula. 

In architectural offices cost control 
would have to be done by statistical ex- 
perts before it could hope to be accurate 
and all factors concerning the job in hand 
would have to be taken into account. 

Mr. PARRINDER, in his reply, said that 
in the first stages of the job it was not 
possible at present to get an exact method. 
But it was possible in practice to find 
approximate quantities and to fix prices 
to a reasonable degree at a later stage. 
He did not think that a precise exact 


method could be applied, but it was 
possible for each office to evolve its own 
method of cost control which would give 
satisfactory results if used over a period of 
time. 

Mr. REDFERN asked Mr. Pattrick how 
much cost control was taught to AA 
students and in what way. THE PRINCIPAL 
of the AA School stated that students 
were made aware of cost control as early 
as the second day wihen they were given 
a lecture on the subject by him. Later 
methods of analysis were worked out. 
Cost awareness was certainly part of the 
training. 

‘In that case,’ said Mr. REDFERN, ‘ why 
is the subject an old bore? Is it not 
because the approach used is an unrealis- 
tic one?’ He went on to suggest that in 
the fourth year students should be given 
a programme in which a practising archi- 
tect could act as client. Students would 
be responsible to this client for the design 
and cost of a building. The work in- 
volved could be vetted by the staff. 


MoE’s System 


In explaining the system of cost con- 
trol used by the Ministry of Education, 
Mr. J. NisBet said he realised that there 
were differences in the problems applic- 
able to the building of schools as against 
other buildings. In normal practice the 
quantity surveyor was asked for an esti- 
mate at the sketch plan stage and on that 
cost the client based his decision. The 
actual cost of the building was really 
determined at a later stage. 

Discussion during the afternoon 
followed papers by Mr. F. Warner and 
Mr. J. M. Austin-Smith covering the 
principles of management and _ their 
application within an architect’s office. 

The first questioner asked what 
amount of time should be spent in an 
office in carrying out the methods ex- 
plained by the speakers. 

Mr. AUSTIN-SMITH Said that working to 
the end he had described it would 
probably take a morning or even a full 
day each week. Initially the progress 
plan, the systematic use of assistants, etc., 
took a long time to arrange and lay down 
but after this was done the rest soon be- 
came routine. Another member added 
that the office in which he worked used 
a system of planning which, over four 
years, had resulted in 20 per cent of the 
time being spent on non-productive tasks. 
This initially had varied from 14-34 per 
cent. His was a small office and the work 
was varied. The time spent in this plan- 
ning had proved to be well spent however, 
and worth the effort involved. 

Contributing to the proceedings, MR. 
Srppons, a student of the AA School, said 
that the five-year course was becoming 
more and more crowded and it did not 
seem advisable to include training on cost 
control. The present training did include 
brief mention of costs and cost analysis. 
The ‘lecture given by Mr. Pattrick on the 
second day was, as far as the students 
were concerned, too early to be bene- 
ficial. 

As far as. office management was con- 
cerned he had found it intriguing to see 
how an office worked but he could not 
see how this was applicable to students 
as they were not likely to be in a con- 
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trolling situation for a long time—if ever. 
He thought the principles of management 
were primarily a post-graduate subject. 

Mr. J. DENNYys, a member of the AA 
school staff, said that the present course 
for students was not five but six years 
and from 1962 it would be seven, two of 
these post-graduate years. 

There was, he said, an apparent change 
in the mechanics of architecture and a 
demand in the profession for the designer 
and the builder to come together. In the 
matter of cost control one of the disci- 
plines an architect required was economy 
and this was carried out in the school. 

On management, he said, only the very 
elementary aspects of the hierarchy of 
office formation were gone into. A more 
exact training could be introduced and 
he agreed with the idea of post-graduate 
study of these subjects. 

Mr. Dennys went on to advocate a 
standard procedure for cost control and 
the bringing together of essential facts 
from past jobs into a central library of 
information which could be fed out to 
interested parties. 

The need for courses on cost control 
and management for practising architects 
at all levels was emphasized by Mr. 
Gorpon Ricketts, MA, of the RIBA. 

The chairman, Mr. D. CLarKe HALL, 
FRIBA, AADipl., summed up the course 
by saying that during the proceedings, 
which had proved most enlightening, an 
enormous range of subjects had been 
covered. As far as he could see the 
methods of controlling cost seemed to 
change in stages. Undoubtedly both cost 
control and management were an impor- 
tant part of the continuous procedure that 
was building. 

One of the dangers in adopting systems 
such as that shown by Mr. Austin-Smith 
was that they might become over com- 
plex and eventually this might mean em- 
ploying people to carry the system out 
and later employing more people to help 
those people, and so on. 

He concluded by asking those present 
to indicate by a show of hands whether 
or not they considered the subjects dis- 
cussed should be included in the AA or 
other schools’ curricula, or into post- 
graduate courses. According to the 
response most of the members of the 
course favoured some training in the post- 
graduate stage.

IN PARLIAMENT 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


. E can now move forward with 
confidence. . .. The credit squeeze Is 
over.’ On that note of buoyant optimism 
the Prime Minister in the Commons on 
October 28 sketched in some of the details 
of the Government's legislative pro- 
gramme for the new session which had 
been outlined by the Queen when she 
opened Parliament a few hours earlier. 

As he unfolded how the Government 
intended to make hay while their political 
sun shone, the House was in a strangely 
quiescent mood. Only once was there 
any semblance of an angry outburst of 
condemnation from the Opposition, and 
much of the sting was taken out of that 
by the Prime Minister's observation that 
he did not think they would have liked 
what he had said. 

That does not mean the Opposition will 
remain docile. They are concerned at the 
fall in production and the rise in the number 
of jobless—the number was more than 
500,000 in September—and they tabled an 
amendment to the address on this topic for 
debate on November 3 and 4. 


Housing Advances 


But other issues mentioned by Mzr. 
MACMILLAN have already set the fires of con- 
troversy alight. They will not be settled 
easily, One, relating to the plan to advance 
money to building societies to increase 
their capacity to lend, will encounter much 
hostility. The explosive shout of derision 
and anger which greeted the announcement 
was an indication of what the Opposition 
thought of it. 


Compensation for Acquired Land 


The first major measure included in the 
Government’s programme to be introduced 
to Parliament was the Town and Country 
Planning Bill, which, among other things, 
will amend the basis of compensation for 
the compulsory acquisition of land. This 
was presented by Mr. HENRY BROOKE, 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
on October 29 and read a first time. 

In addition to substituting the present-day 
market value for land acquired under com- 
pulsory powers for the existing formula, 
it carries into effect some recommendations 
of the Franks Committee which were not 
incorporated in the Tribunals and Inquiries 
Act last session. It also makes certain 
changes in relation to future acquisition of 
land 


The Bill lays down that where notice to 
treat by a local authority was served on an 
owner after October 29 he would get, in the 
normal case, the price he could have got in 
the open market if he had been offering his 
land for sale. Market value will take into 
account the use allowed by planning authori- 
ties and the use to which the purchasing 
authority intend to put the land. 

In other words, an authority which buys 
land for housing will pay the price that a 
private builder would pay. If it purchased 
the land for some industrial purpose the 
price would be that which it would fetch 
in the open market for industrial use. 

Provision is also made to enable an owner 
to claim additional compensation if land is 
compulsorily acquired for one purpose and 





within a period of five years is used for a 
different purpose which makes it more valu- 
able. 

Redress is also given to owner-occupiers 
who want to move but find they cannot sell, 
or cannot sell it at a reasonable price, 
because a threat of future acquisition, per- 
haps for the construction of a new road, 
hangs over their property. They will be 
able to serve notice on the authority con- 
cerned calling on them to buy it immediately, 

Disputes will be settled by the Lands 
Tribunal. 


In an explanatory memorandum to the 
Bill published as a White Paper (Command 
562, Stationery Office, 1s. 3d.) the things 
which might cause unsaleability are defined 
as development plans, local Acts, trunk road 
or special road orders. Where an authority 
can show that the more exact statutory plans 
will remove the threat of acquisition which 
might be caused by the ‘ diagrammatic’ line 
of a proposed road in a development plan 
appearing to run through house property the 
notice to purchase served on the local 
authority will not succeed, 

Powers of local authorities in England and 
Wales to buy land compulsorily for town 
development will be extended. Authorities 
will be able to buy ahead of immediate 
requirements, if the Minister is satisfied that 
they will need the land within 10 years. Simi- 
lar powers will be granted for authorities in 
Scotland. 

Moreover, the Minister of Transport, and 
the Secretary of State for Scotland, will be 
empowered to acquire land by agreement 
for trunk road purposes ahead of immediate 
needs, and where local highway authorities 
take similar action, Ministers will be able to 
assist them by making grants towards the 
capital cost of the land, or by contributing 
to any annual losses involved. 


Safety in Factories 


The duties of the Minister of Labour for 
promoting health, safety and welfare in fac- 
tories will be extended under the terms of 
the Factories Bill, which was presented and 
read a first time on October 30, to all places 
where the Factories Acts apply, including 
building operations. 

The Bill, which is the first measure deal- 
ing with working conditions in factories to 
be placed before Parliament for 10 years, will 
also improve existing provisions relating to 
the prevention and fighting of fires in fac- 
tories. These provisions are concerned with 
ensuring that there are effective means of 
escape, including fire alarms. 

Because of the Keighley disaster in 1956, 
in which a number of workers died, and 
other recent large fires in which others might 
have lost their lives, notably that at the 
Jaguar factory at Coventry, the Government 
had reviewed the adequacy of these provi- 
sions. The Bill requires all factories to pro- 
vide appropriate fire fighting equipment, and 
gives the Minister power to make regulations 
about measures to be taken to prevent fire 
from breaking out or to check its spread. 

The provisions relating to escape and 
alarms are strengthened and particular 
reference is made to improving the effective 
co-operation between the factory inspec- 
torate and the fire prevention service in deal- 
ing with fire problems in industry. 

To carry out his duty of promoting the 
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health, safety and welfare in factories the 
Minister will collect and disseminate infor- 
mation, and will conduct and assist in the 
conduct of investigations. 


ENCOURAGING INVESTMENT 
IN BUILDING 


Ei a written reply on October 23, the 
CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER expressed 
a hope that activities in many industries, 
including the building industry, would 
benefit from successive actions which the 
Government had taken in recent months to 
encourage investment. 


He was replying to Mr. ARTHUR Lewis, 
who had asked what action he proposed to 


take to check the growth in unemployment | 


in the building industry. Mr. Lewis pointed 
out that unemployment had doubled to 
54,000 in 1956 and that 40,000 men had left 
the industry. House building was, he said, 
down by 12 per cent and industrial building 
orders had fallen by £40m. 


Mr. SWINGLER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on the 
same day whether, because of rising unem- 
ployment, he would consider immediate 
measures to aid local authorities to enlarge 
their housing programmes, 


Mr. Henry BROOKE stated in a written 
answer that this was a factor which was 
always borne in mind in considering pro- 
posals from any local authority. 


Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister of 
Transport, stated in another answer that the 
parking meter scheme in Mayfair had 
stimulated a considerable interest by private 
developers in the provision of multi-storey 
garages. 


Scottish Building Standards 


A NEw BASIS for the regulation of building 
in Scotland will be provided by the Building 
(Scotland) Bill published on November 3. 
Its main purpose is to establish new 
machinery for examining building proposals 
in relation to a national code of building 
standards to be made by the Secretary of 
State for Scotland in the form of regulations. 
Existing arrangements which are not uniform 
throughout Scotland and which derive from 
a variety of statutes, including the Burgh 
Police (Scotland) Acts of 1892 and 1903, will 
be superseded. Present powers for dealing 
with buildings which are dangerous or are 
below prescribed standards are also being 
revised. 


HOUSING PROGRESS REPORT 
September Figures 


THe Housing Progress Reports presented 
to Parliament as White Papers* by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
and the Secretary of State for Scotland show 
that the number of permanent houses com- 
pleted in Great Britain during September was 
24,257 compared with 24,129 in September, 
1957. In the first nine months of 1958, 
202,048 permanent houses were completed 
compared with 224,316 in the same period 
of 1957.

Joint Consultative Board’s 
Celebrations 


igre farsightedness of the building 
industry in the Eastern Counties was 
praised by Mr. G. W. Grosvenor, CBE, 
chairman of the National Joint Consultative 
Committee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors 
and Builders, speaking at the 25th anniver- 
sary luncheon of the Eastern Counties Joint 
Consultative Board at Cambridge, on 
October 21. 

The desirability and necessity of facing 
problems common to builders and the pro- 
fessions were the inspiration behind the 
setting-up of the Eastern Counties Board in 
Cambridge in 1933 and since then other 
parts of the country had followed suit. Mr. 
Grosvenor stressed the consultative nature 
of these boards and the problem particularly 
at national level of reconciling contrasting 
and often conflicting points of view before 
acceptable joint pronouncements could be 
made, 

The retiring chairman of the board, Mr. 
P. V. MauGer, FRIBA, referred to the im- 
portance of co-operation and paid tribute to 
the vigour and direction that the honorary 
secretary, Mr. R. W. Porter, had imparted 
to the work of the board. 

Mr. W. G. James, CBE, a founder 
member of the board, proposed the health 
of the guests who included Mr. Grosvenor, 
Mr. C. H. Aslin, P-PRIBA, Mr. G. D. 
Walford, chairman, Quantity Surveyors 
Committee, RICS, Mr. H. G. Holmes, presi- 
dent, Eastern Federation, Mr. G. H. A. 
Hughes, former secretary to the board, and 
Mr. Martin Slater, a founder member. Mr. 
ASLIN and Mr. WALForD replied. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND WAGE 
DEMANDS 


Union Leader’s ‘ Ironical Action’ 


Mr. H. F. Peacny, President of the South 
Western Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, said at the annual dinner of its 
Cornwall Association on October 31 that 
the building industry in recent months had 
experienced its first serious unemployment 
since the war. 

* But although the next few months might 
prove to be difficult, prices look like being 
stable, materials are more readily available 
than for a long time, and there is plenty of 
work if finance were available,’ he declared. 

‘The secretary of a prominent building 
trade union,’ said Mr. Peachy, ‘ had blamed 
the credit squeeze, the axing of housing sub- 
sidies, and the increase of interest rates for 
the increase in unemployment, It seemed 
ironical that this same trade union was in 
the forefront of the demand for an increase 
of 4d. an hour, when they knew that their 
members would receive an automatic in- 
crease of 1d. an hour at the beginning of 
February. 

‘Today more than 1,500,000 people are 
engaged in building and civil engineering 
work,’ the speaker continued. ‘For the first 
time for many years they are able to look 
back on a period of comparative stability 
in prices, and have hopes that the position 
will be maintained. If it can be, then it 
should encourage and stimulate the level of 
investment in the industry.’ 
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SOUTHERN COUNTIES 
FEDERATION 


Autumn General Meeting 


EARLY 200 members attended the 

autumn general meeting in London, on 
October 17, of the Southern Counties Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers. There 
were reports during the morning on a num- 
ber of important Federation matters, of 
which the most important was from Mr. 
L. A. WALDEN, FIOB, speaking on the work 
of the National Joint Council. 

The meeting was privileged to hear a 
very interesting ‘ off the record’ chat by the 
National Director, Mr. STANLEY HEARDER, 
who spoke of how he had approached his 
job fourteen years ago and some of the 
highlights and disappointments of his time 
with the Federation. 

The President, Mr. C. G. Drewitt, FIOB, 
was in the chair and concluded the morn- 
ing’s proceedings by reviewing briefly the 
Federation’s work on membership, and the 
work of the outside staff in calling on mem- 
bers. He was pleased to report that every 
member in 22 of the Federation’s 40 
Associations had received a personal visit 
during the past eight months. Members did 
not take sufficient advantage of the services 
available at all times, and urged a more care- 
ful perusal of Federation literature, and 
particularly drew attention to the extremely 
comprehensive insurance facilities which 
were at all times available. 

In the afternoon the main debate took 
place on the reaction of members in Bucking- 
hamshire to the Government proposal in 
effect to sterilise a large part of South 
Buckinghamshire. Beautiful though the 
county was, and very properly to be 
cherished for posterity, it was clear to the 
Federation that far too sweeping decisions 
were being taken, which could well be 
prejudicial to the virility of industry in the 
county, and to the desire of large numbers of 
people to own their own houses and live 
near their work. 

The Federation had supported an appeal 
which was to be heard at the public inquiry; 
but additionally a letter had been addressed 
to the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government suggesting that his purpose 
would not be frustrated by allowing more 
time for detailed consideration of the pro- 
posals rather than the few weeks which was 
being permitted for the whole process. 
Members felt that the manner in which this 
extension of the Green Belt in Bucks. had 
been handled was bureaucratic in approach 
and without any regard at all to the industry 
and the population which had previously 
been encouraged in the county. 


Time for Tendering 
THe Southern Counties Consultative 
Committee of Architects and Builders have 
amended their recommendation in regard 
to time for tendering as follows: 

‘The Committee recommends that four 
[instead of three] weeks is a reasonable 
time to allow contractors for the sub- 
mission of a tender, and that this should 
be regarded as normal, with fourteen 
days a minimum period for small jobs, 
and where there is a very great urgency. 
Where, however, no bills of quantities 
are supplied. it would be reasonable to 
allow an appropriate increase in these 
times for tendering.’ 
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BUILDING IN THE CITY 
Discussion on Elevated Footways 


CONDITION, stipulating overhead 
footways for pedestrians, in a permit 
for a large new building at 28 to 44 Fore- 
street, City, provoked a lively discussion at 
the Court of Common Council meeting in 
Guildhall on October 23. 

The Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee recommended that permission 
should be granted on an outline application 
for a building with 140,000 sq. ft. of floor 
space for a warehouse, offices, shops, and 
licensed premises (architect: | Maurice 
Sanders, FRIBA, 24, Harley-street. W.1.) 
Mr. C. F. GLENNY proposed that permis- 
sion should be postponed until the Court 
had decided whether the additional cost 
involved justified the attempt to separate 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic at different 
levels. 

He recalled that on April 17 this year the 
Court called on the committee to submit esti- 
mates of the additional cost to the rates, 
through the adoption of elevated footways, 
of cleansing and policing, etc. That report 
had not yet been received and the whole 
future of this system might depend on these 
estimates. 

Opposing the amendment, Mr. C. R. 
WHITTINGTON said the Court would be very 
ill-advised if it did not pass the committee’s 
report. The question of cost was the first 
step in a manoeuvre to frustrate the general 
plan of getting the whole of the pedestrian 
traffic and business life out of the way of the 
fume and danger of the roadways. 

Mr, E. Stuart Hunt thought that they 
should defer further consideration of the 
application until they received the report on 
the Barbican scheme early next year. 

The provision of elevated footways, said 
Mr. T. E. CHESTER BARRATT, was the only 
modern way of tackling what was essen- 
tially a traffic problem. 

Mayor S. E. SANDLE pointed out that a 
96 ft. wide roadway was planned for Route 
11. That was an ample width to provide 
pedestrian footways at ground level. The 
condition could be a great hardship to the 
developer because the rateable value of the 
shops along the elevated footway would be 
much less than similar accommodation in 
other parts of the City. 


Footways ‘ Unsuitable for City’ 


Deputy H. S. Syretr said that because 
these footways were suitable for 
Stockholm and other modern cities they 
should not be imposed on a traditional and 
historical city like London. ‘Some of us 
are rather attached to the traditions and 
history of the City.’ He thought the com- 
mittee should postpone their decision until 
they saw what was to be the layout in the 
Barbican area. 

Mr. H. R. Jacos said the matter had been 
considered by the Court in principle. ‘One 
of the traditions of the City is progress, and 
this gives us an excellent opportunity to say 
we do believe in progress.’ 

Sir Sipney Fox claimed that there was a 
vast difference of opinion in the committee 
on this principle of development, and sug- 
gested that the matter should be referred 
back for further consideration. 

Mr. B. G. Artur, chairman of the com- 
mittee, reminded the Court that they had 
considered and passed quite a number of 





planning permissions exactly on the same 
basis as the one now before them. The 
policy of high level footways was adopted 
towards the end of last year. 

He agreed there was a wide difference of 
opinion on the matter, and whether or not 
it should be reviewed was something which 
they would have to consider further. ‘We 
shall have to consider in due course whether 
or not we should reverse that policy.’ 

Mr. Arthur promised that the Court 
should have, as early as possible, a detailed 
report, giving, if possible, ‘the pros and 
cons” of the problem, so that the Court 
might dictate a decision as to what ought to 
be done. 

The amendment was defeated and the 
report of the committee adopted.

UNION ACTION FOLLOWS 


SHELL DISPUTE 


Committee Man Suspended 


HE executive of the Amalgamated Union 
of Building Trade Workers suspended all 
seven members of the union's south-east 
London district committee on October 29. 
These were members who had been promi- 
nent in the unofficial action at the Shell 
Petroleum Co’s site at South Bank, London. 
The chairman and secretary of the com- 
mittee were being summoned before the exe- 
cutive for a lecture on the responsibilities of 
office and the observance of rules. In defiance 
of their executive, some members acted as 
pickets and declared the recent strike official. 
Several other members are _ being 
threatened with expulsion from the union. 
They include three who joined the unofficial 
shop stewards’ committee and others who 
are reported to be sponsoring an unofficial 
conference on November 16. All have been 
asked to give an undertaking that they will 
cease from these activities and will be 
expelled if they do not give one which the 
executive consider satisfactory. 

Mr. Brian Behan, an unofficial strike leader 
who has been asked to explain articles under 
his name in a Left-wing news-sheet The 
Newsletter, appeared before the union execu- 
tive on October 30. Later it was announced 
that he had been expelled from the union 
by a decision of their executive. He was 
accused of disobeying union instructions and 
bringing discredit on the AUBTW. 

After appearing before the executive he 
said he had told them that he obeyed the 
instructions of the south-east London district 
committee of the union—all the members of 
which have since been suspended—but that 
he had not accepted the instructions of 
national officers. These officers, he said, 
brought far more discredit than he on the 
union because they acted without reference 
to the executive who appointed them or to 
the membership as a whole.

From Our Own Correspondents 


BORNEO.—Work on the site for a block 
of flats for senior government officers has 
been started at Jesselton, North Borneo. The 
flats, to house six families, will cost about 
£70,000. The China Construction Co. 
(Borneo), Ltd., are the builders. 


CHINESE REPUBLIC.—The Yangtse 
River is to be spanned by a second large 
bridge before 1962. It will connect Nanking 
with Pukow and form a valuable rail and 
road link. The main span will be a steel 
arch of 5,900 ft. with about 12,000 ft. of 
approach bridge at either side. 


FEDERATION OF MALAYA.—The 
town of Ipoh, in Perak, is to have its water 
supply doubled, according to Mr, J. 
Halliday, the Perak State Engineer. The

A tele- 
phone exchange building is to be constructed 
at Bukit Nanas-road, Kuala Lumpur, for the 
country’s telecommunications service, 
Architects are Swan and Maclaren... 
Malayan Breweries Ltd., of Singapore, is to 
build a brewery in Kuala Lumpur. 


HONG KONG.—A Chinese syndicate 
has engaged John B. Parkin Associates, of 
Toronto, as architects for the new Victoria 
Park Hotel, overlooking Kowloon Bay on 
Hong Kong Island. Estimated to cost $6m, 
the hotel will have 240 bedrooms and be 
15-storeys high. Local associated architects 
are Wong and Ng, Man Yee Building, Hong 
Kong. . . . Tenders are being invited 
by the Government for a reinforced concrete 
pier and approach causeway at So Kwa Wan, 
on Lamma Island, an access road to serve 
the new town designed for Chai Wan, over- 
looking Lye Mun Pass on Hong Kong Island, 
and a service reservoir for three million gal- 
lons of salt water east of Taipo, New Terri- 





tories. The pier on Lamma will be 210 ft. 
long and 44 ft. wide, and the reservoir will 
supply flushing water to Shek Kip Mei, Tai 
Hang Tung, Li Cheng Uk and Chung Sha 
Wan. . . . The Government have called 
for tenders for a new primary school of 24 
classrooms for 1080 pupils, with three prac- 
tical rooms and a roof-top playground, at 
Shek Kip Mei.

SPARE-TIME WORK 


Craftsmen’s Reply to Builders’ 
Strictures 


T= open letter of the 19 builders in the 
Cranbrook, Kent, area, condemning the 
practice of building employees in undertak- 
ing building work in the evenings and at 
week-ends which, they asserted (as reported 
in The Builder of October 17), not only 
constituted unfair competition with their 
employers, but prejudiced the legitimate 
employment of their fellow workers, has 
evoked a reply from ‘a group of building 
trade craftsmen’ in the same area. 


* We, as workers, wish to make the position 
clear from our point of view,’ says the reply. 
‘Usually we find that a client has already 
obtained an estimate and finds this far be- 
yond his means; the building trade worker 
often has to lose time through weather, etc., 
and often finds himself unemployed at a few 
hours’ notice; the client usually provides 
materials, thus cutting out—in many cases— 
excessive profits on supply. 


‘Can any case of fire, accident, etc., be 
recalled, although many spare-time jobs have 
been successfully carried out ?’ they ask. ‘It 
is widely discussed among building workers 
that some local builders have themselves 
earlier in life done much spare-time work, 
also that some only consider the building 
trade in the light of a good investment, and 
have little knowledge of practical work, but 
rely on the workers for much. Most spare- 
time work is carried out in summer months; 
if we went on harvest work to make up for 
time lost in winter, the risks of accident are 
just as great. 


‘About trade union regulations,’ the letter 
concludes, ‘we, as a group, can say with 
confidence that many local builders do not 
adhere to union rules or pay union overtime 
rates, although it may be suggested that these 
rates may be charged to clients.’

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Scotland’s Housing This Year 


HE total number of houses completed in 

Scotland in the first nine months of this 
year was 25,544, an increase of 2,534 com- 
pared with the same period last year. This 
is shown in the Quarterly Housing Return 
for Scotland published on October 31, by 
HMSO price Is. 3d. 

Houses under construction at the end of 
September totalled 30,765, a decrease of 
about 7,000 compared with the same date 
last year. All types of building except New 
Towns shared in the decrease. 

Of the new houses built this year local 
authorities have completed 17,883 or 70 per 
cent., and the Scottish Special Housing 
Association 2,613 or 10. per cent. Private 
enterprise building accounts for a slightly 
larger proportion of the houses completed 
than in the same period last year, 13 per 
cent. against 11 per cent.
